Committee Investigations.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., March 4.—The 
House committee appointed to investigate 
the clerical force had Engrossing‘ Clerk 
Joseph Tall ‘‘on the carpet” in connection 


with the retention of Frank Lamb, an em- 
ploye of Co). Willam H. Phelps, on his 
force, on an indorsement obtained by strat- 
egy from Representative Jenkins of Jasper 


County. 

Mr. Jenkins complained to the committee 
that the only clerk he cared about was dis- 
charged, while Lamb and Reed, employes 
of Col. Phelps, were retained. He expiained 
to the committee that Lamb and Reed 
were given positions and afterward he was 
asked to stand sponsor for them merely as 
a matter of form. 

The committee calicd Mr. Tall, who re- 
tained Mr. Lamb, before it, and questioned 
him. At first he was di to contend 
that Mr. Lamb should be retained. Tne 
committee toid him it would be compelled, 
if he persisted, to report the facts to the 
House. -Mr. Tall then weakened and told 
the committee that Mr. Lamb had done no 
work and he offered to d@ischasge him if 
the commitittee would le{ the matter drop.

When members of the committee were 
informed of the existence of this letter, 
they were much surprised& in view of Chief 
Clerk Newman's statement to the contrary. 

When the committee examined Chief 
Clerk Newman’s records they found that 
exclusive of leaves of absence because of 
sickness, his clerks had been allowed leaves 
of absence equal to 608 days, during the 3 
days of the session up to the adoption of 
the Delzell resolution. He had 100 clerks. 
In other words, exclusive of the time when 
they had good excuses, 100 clerks secured 
leaves of absence aggregating 608 days in 
the space of 50 days. This suggests a new 
problem. If 100 clerks secure leaves of ab- 
sence aggregating 608 days in 50 days, how 
many days’ leave of absence may one clerk 
secure in one day. It is an average of 12 
absentees a day. 

The committee also found that Engross- 
ing Clerk Tall and Enrolling Clerk Morrow 
allowed many of their clerks to remain 
away from the capital two and three weeks 
at a time. 

Ex~-Representative Rebo is very liable to 
dismissal. When his case was reached, 
Engrossing Clerk Tall ‘submitted to the 
committee a carefully drawn contract, pro- 
viding that the party of the first part 
(Rebo) agrees with the party of the second 
part (Tall) in consideration of receiving a 
position at $3.50 a day, not to drink any in- 
toxicating liquors. Evidence was also sub- 
mitted that Rebo had violated his contract, 

Representative Smith of Saline has gone 
before the committee and repudiated a 
clerk named Foeter, who was charged to 
him by Chief Clerk Newman. He says he 
didn’t recommend him and doesn't wish 
to be held responsible for him. 

A son of Repressgtative Carskadon, who 
is on the payroll, has attracted the notice 
of the committee. It has been charged be- 
fore the committee that young Carskadon 
brought discredit upon the House by boaet- 
ing on the public street that he had never 
— since he had been on the pay- 
Oll, 

It is very likely that Miss Lulu Nierman. 
who is on Chief Clerk Newman's force, will 
be dismissed. The records show that she 
waa recommended by Representative Ro- 
hart and ex-Gov. Stone. Mr. Bohart has 
been summoned before the committee to 
State whether he wishes to be charged with 
her. He states that he knew nothing about 
her and allowed his name to be used as 
indorsing her at the request of another 
member. He does not wish to be charged 
with her retention on the force. 

The wife of Doorkeeper Malone was firet 
on the enrolling force, but was transferred 
to the engrossing force, and the committee 
finds that many clerks have been so 
changed and transferred that it {s impos- 
sible to trace them to the origin of their 
Service and to learn by what means they 
obtained employment.

HATRED OF HER BROTHER-IN- 
LAW THE OFLY THEORY. 


She Was Morose, He Was Frivilous 
and Her Dislike for Him Finally 
Grew Into a Determination 
to Take His Life.

MARSHALL, Ill., March 4.—Miss Lilian 
Marvin, who shot her brother-in-law, W. 
A. Vaughn Thursday, shows signs of break- 
ing down. She begins to realize her awful 
position, but so far has given no explana- 
tion of her act beyond the repeated state- 
ment when questioned, “I just had to 
shoot him.’’ 

The only theory that seems at all tan- 
gible, in the light of the facts that are 
known about the case is that Miss Marvin's 
mind was deranged. 

She has been placed under bond of $4000 
on charges of assault with intent to kill 
and of murder. No bail was furnished, as 
it was considered best that she be not at 
large for a while, so she its now in jail. 

Vaughn is resting easy and if blood pois- 
oning does not set in and inflammation can 
be kept down there a a possibility of his 
recovery.

$30,000 LEGISLATION. 


Missouri has just secured some rare and costly laws—almost 
as rare and costly as the Lawson carnation for which $30,000 
were paid. ~ 

In the Jefferson City correspondence of to-day’s Sunday 
Post-Dispatch the work of the Legislature is summed up. Two 
laws have been passed and sent to the Governor at a cost of 
$30,000. ' 

If we were sure that we had secured these two laws per- 
manently we might be reconciled to the expense. But laws are 
even more uncertain than carnations. They may be nipped in 
the bud. If they pass the Governor they may fall under the 
blight of the Bupreme Court's frost. They may stay in the 
statute book and die there. 

Laws at $30,000 a pair are exceedingly costly for a State which 
prides itself upon.economy. It is hothouse legislation with 
the hothouse ueglected and overrun with weeds. The two 
laws that have been grown in our legislative hothouse are 
too costly to be wasted; they should be put in a glass case and 
preserved in the museum of the Missouri Historical Society. 

Itis not Mkely that we will get more legislation as costly as 
this. The Post-Dispatch’s .exposure of the clerical force 
scandal has resulted in the weeding out of many useless and 
expensive growths. But the cost is still too great. We are 
paying much more for legislation than it is worth. .

NEW LEGISLATION REVIEWED.

Army, Omnibus Claims and Public 
Buildings Most Important. 

WASHINGTON, March 4.—Several fm- 
portant pills of general legislation, pending 
when the general review of legislation 
passed by Congress was made by the As- 
sociated Press a week ago, have become 
laws since the summary was published. 
The most important of these are the army 
reorganization bill, the navy personne! bill, 
the bill providing for a code of laws for 
Alaska, the omnibus claims Dill and numer- 
ous important public building bills. « 

The project for the construction of a ca- 
nal across the isthmus at Nicaragua 
made progress to the extent that a provis- 
ion was attached to the river and harbor 
appropriation provid!ng for a very com- 
plete inquiry into the matter. The addi- 
tion of a provision to the army appropria- 
tion bill forbidding the grant of property 
franchises in Cuba, was also an important 
legislative act. 

Among fmportant projects which fatled 
to receive favorable attention in the clos- 
ing days were those providing a Pacific 
cable, for a Goveragment armor plate plant, 
for an anti-scalping law, for an eight-hour 
law and for a government for Hawaii. 

The navy personnel bill completely re- 
organizes the navy and is the consumma 
tion of years of earnest effort by the Navy 
Department. The original army bill was 
intended to meet the same want for the 
army, supplied to the navy by the personnel 
bill, but it failed, and the present bill is 
considered defective in that it ia only a 
temporary measure. It, however, Increases 
the army to 97,000 men and provides for 
the retention of this number until 11. The 
omnibus claims b.ll provides for the set- 
tlement of severa] hundred claims, some of 
which are almost a hundred years old. The 
Alaskan code also meets a long felt want 
in supplying a system of laws to this 
Northwest territory.

The Attorney Generals of nearly all the 
Western States were waging relentiess 
war against it under their various anti- 
trust laws, while many of the commercial 
associations had resisted its odious rebate 
system £0 rete oa | that it had prac- 
tically been abandoned. 

It was at this int that the surplus 
Standard Oi] millions, always greedy for 
investment, saw their opportunity. ulet- 
ly the brokers of Messrs. Rockefeller, - 
ers Payne began to buy up the etock, 
which at the time was held in small blocks 
all ove rthe country. They bought control 
of the proprty, it is said, below 100, and 
did it so skillfully that Wall street did not 
suspect the etrength of their holdings until 
a famous operator was caught short of the 
stock and forced by the new interest to . 
cover at a loss of $800,000. 

In the meantime the astute Mr. Rocke- 
feller had planned the Continental Tobacco 
Co., te take over the costly plug tobacco 
Plants of the company and to harmonize 
thé trade by absorbing the Drummond and 
Liggett & Myers factories of St. Lous, 
which had been resgpons.ble for the trust's 
losses. Drummond fhad a price and 
the new y paid it, but Liggett & 


o Co., with ita $10,000,000 capttal, was 
formed by the Elkins-Widener crowd osten- 
sibly for the purpose of waging relentless 
war on the abhorrent trust. However 
truthful may have been its declarations and 
however straightforward its purposes at 
the time, Liggett & Myers, the Durham To- 
bacco Co. and the National Tobacco Co. 
knowingly or otherwise, readily foined 
hands with this new champ’'on of the anti- 
trust crusaders and were absorbed by it. 
The unhappy sequel came this week. ; 
spite the denials and protestations of the 

kins-Widener interests the conviction was 
forced upon Wall st. that the American 
Tobacco Co. had secured control of the 
Union Tobacco Co., by fair means or foul, 
and with it the antagonistic com les 
which thad defied the trust, but had been 
caught by as false a trick as was ever 
played tn Wall st. 

‘The Street,’’ however, hearse two stories 
about this absorption of the Union Co. 

The common report Is that the Union Co, 
was from the first an ally of the trust, 
and the entire scheme was planned and 
carried out for the purpose of entrapping 
Liggett & Myers and the other antagonistic 
concerns. 

There Is whispered about, however, an- 
other rumor that is not lacking in plaus!. 
bility. According to this version the owners 
of the Union Tobacco Co., together with 
kindred interests, tncluding Tammany, 
were caught short of American Tobacco 
in the recent squeeze and so badly hurt 
that they were forced to surrender the con- 
trolling interest in Union Tobacco, which 
they had actually founded in entire gogd 
faith. This version would explain the de- 
nials sent out by the insiders when the 
first talk of the deal was heard. At that 
time perhaps they did not know they had 
been swallowed.

Senor Francisco Silvela, whose political 
Stature now eclipses all the other Statesmen

His greatness and worth are 
not unknown to the American pwbdlic, and 
he is admired by such of these as know 
him as a good man entirely out of his 
Sphere in the route of Spanish fiithy poii- 
tics and intrigue of state. As statesman 
and journalist Senor Silvela tried his ut- 
most to bring about peace between the 
United States and Spain. In his paper, 
the Tempo, he has shown remarkable wis- 
dom, but his words had no effect on Span- 
ish minds. In all the duplicity and cor- 
ruption and selfish treachery of the un- 
fortunate country’s politics this statesman 
stands pure and undefiled. On his lone 
public career there is not a spot, and his 
private life is as admirably perfect as his 
public. If Spain has any man in her pol- 
itics that stands for purity, justice and 
the civilized notion of honor it is Silvela. 
Opposed to him in character and record 
is Romero y Robledo, the personification 
of corruption. An example of Spanish of- 
ficial corruption—an example that shows 
the spirit of the Robledos, the Riveras, the 
Weylers and others—is found in the action 
of the Spanish purchasing agent for the 
fated warship Vizcaya, who demanded that 
the American dealers who coaled the ship 
when she was in New York ‘harbor should 
give him receipted bills for double the 
value of the coal.

Samoan Question May Be Solved ty 
the Removal of All Officers of 
the Three Governments 
in the Islands. 


BERLIN. March 4.—The United States 
Ambassador, Mr. Andrew D. White, tells 
the correspondent here of the Associated 
Prese: 

“For some time past there hae been an 
evident tendency on the part of the Ger- 
man Government to be very conciliatory 
toward American commerce. In the first 
place, regarding American insurance com- 
panies, which were formerly forbidden to 
do business in Prussia, the Government has 
conceded that the case which was supposed 
to be cloeed may be re-opened and also, 
what the insurance companies have been 
urging, it has sent representatives of Prus- 
sia to New York to investigate the methods 
of American companies. Whether these 
concerns will be permitted to resume busi- 
ness will depend on tbe nature .of thie re- 
port.’’ 

Regarding American meats, 
White: 

“The meat inspection bill has a number 
of features favorable to American interests, 
showing good will toward the United States. 
The concession regarding oranges, raisins 
and dried fruits and the passing of them 
in bond. without inspection is also of great 
value ‘and the indications are favorable for 
fair settlement of other issues. 

‘The Germans,” continued Mr. White, 
“claim that it is now the turn of the Ameri- 
cans to make concessions, euch as the re- 


lease of their ships from the tonnage dues 
imposed under the administration of Presi- 
dent Cleveland, and since continued under 
a misapprehension. There are also many 
other signs that the Germans des‘re the 
widest facilities for business with the 
Americans, an example being the especially 
favorable report of the Hamburg Chamber 
of Commerce in regard to American trade. 
All this seems to indicate that opinion is 
tending in a remarkable. degree in favor of 
equitable treatment of American products. 
This, doubtless, will have a marked effect 
on the commerce of the two nations.” 

The report of the Chamber of Commerce 
of Hamburg, referred to by Mh. White in 
the interview, is a highly interesting and a 
remarkable document. It reviews briefly, 
but completely, the commercial relations 
between Germany and the United States 
during the past year. It is further asserted 
that the reason for the strength of Ameri- 
can industry is found in the fact of the 
capacity for production on a large scale of 
certain commodities, in comparison with 
which the German facilities, with only a 
few exceptions, are far infer‘or. Buro- 
pean industry, it ‘is added, may be pre- 
pared for the fact that in many articles 
which are imported the Untted States will 
become sharp competitors, especially in the 
iron aml steel Industries. 

(Concerning meats, the report says: 
“Much wrongdoing fas been committed in 
the German customs during the past, and, 
in fact, there have been many cases of 
trichinosis after consuming ‘home pork 
which had been duly inspected and certi- 
fied as sound, which proved that the in- 
spection is a douttful sanitary benefit.’’ 

The report further says the San Jose 
scale scare Was exaggerated and that much 
damage was thereby done to trade, adding 
that it is singular no German Consul in 
America has drawn attention to the matter.

The press devotes much space this week 
to the Samoan question. The mails have 
brought a number of letters from Germans 
at Apia ane tne leading papers in manv 
cases describe the occurrences differently 
from the Pnglish and American newspa- 
pers, putting the blame upon the English- 
speaking offic'als. The cemments of the 
papers also differ, but they all agree thai 
the Tripartite Government is a failure and 
the idea of the partition of the islands is 
again much ventilated. The organs of the 
Colonial party oppose this suggestion ener- 
setically, as it would put an end to Ger- 
man annexat.on of the group. <A writer 
in the Colonial Zeitung, the leading organ 
of the party, attempts to show that the 
partition of the islands, even if peaceful, 
would inevitably lead to a much worse sit- 
uation. 

The correspondent of the Assoclated Press 
hears on good authority that the negotia- 
tions thus far tacitly assume that an en- 
tire change in the personnel at Apia of the 
representatives of the three powers will be 
the basis of an understanding to be arrived 
at and that this will include the recall of 
the American Chief Justice, Chambers: 
United States Consul Osborne. British Con- 
sul Maxse, Dretiffel, the German President 
of the Municipal Council, and Herr Rose 
the German Consul. It is understood that 
their removal is necessary in order to re- 
establish peace and order in the adminis- 
tration of the islands. The German of- 
ficials do not attempt to deny this, though 
they insist that Dr. Raffel and Herr Rose 
acted correctly, but, they add, it has long 
been intended to relieve them at their own 
request. 

Some of the German newspapers contend 
that a surrender in this matter without 
similar concessions on the other side will 
mean a grave loss of German prestige.

Under instructions the Post-Dispatch

statements follow: 


PUBLIC MONEY WASTED. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, March 4.—The Fifty-fifth 
Congress has been a very reckless and ex- 
travagant body. It has wasted a vast 
amount of public money in upholding 


schemes for the future which will neces- 
sitate the expenditure of still further sums. 

Roughly speaking, the appropriations for 
this Congress will foot up the staggering 
total of one billion six or seven hundred 
million dollars—a sum almost beyond com- 
prehension. The worst part of it is that 
the expenditures now entered upon are part 
of a general policy which, once begun, 
must be continued, and that this seems to 
be the first step in an era of extravagance. 

The Dingley tariff act has been a dis- 
appointment even to its friends in the mat- 
ter of yielding sufficient revenue.

DRAMATIC SCENES IN THE HOUSE 


Many Thrilling Incidents Mark the 
Closing Hours. 
WASHINGTON, March 4.—At 11 o’clock 
the final ceremonies in the House. began. 
On motion of Mr. Dalzell a resolution was 
adopted directing the Speaker to appoint 
& committee of three to join a similar 
committee from the Senate to wait upon 
the Presijent and inform him that the two 
houses had completed thcir business and 
were ready to adjourn unless the President 
had some further communication to make 
io Congress. The Speaker appointed 
Messrs. Dalzell (Rep., Pa), Reeves, (Rep.. 
lil.) and Lanham (Dem., Tex.), and another 
recess for half an hour followed. During 
the recess members stood about in groups 
exchanging felicitations and farewells. Ev- 
erybody seemed to be in a joyous humor. 
Meantime the Diplomatic and Execut.ve 
alieries ‘had filled and the scene was bril- 
lant and animated. When the House re- 
convened for the last thme the hour of final 
adjournment was but half an hour away. 
The engrossing clerks were now the busi- 
est people about the Capitol, and almost 
every minute one of them rushed in with 

belated measures in his arms. 

The last legislative act of the House was 
the passage of a joint resolution authoriz- 
ing the acceptance by the United States of 
the cession of a tract of land from the 
State of Masachusetts, needed to extend 
the lines of the Boston Navy Yard. It 
was now 11:45 by the clock, but the assist- 
and doorkeeper, with a long pole, set back 
the hands 10 minutes. This raised a loud 
laugh. 


Immediately after this incident came a 
most dramatic episode. Gen.-Wheeler of 
Alabama, who has carefully refrained from 
exercising his privilege as a member of the 
House, pending the determination of the 
question as to his right to a seat in the 
House, arose from his old seat down near 
the front on the Democratc side and loudly 
asked for recognition. 

“Mr, Speaker,”’ ““Mr. Speaker,” he called. 

The Speaker’s face was flushed slightly, 
but he loked straight ahead as if he did 
not hear. 

“I ask unanimous consent to speak for 
five minutes,’” shouted the General. But 
the Speaker disregarded him, Every eye 
was now riveted upon the diminutive figure 
of the grizzled old veteran of two wars. 

The situation was intensely dramatic, but 
Mr. Payne, the floor leader of the majority, 
burried to the rescue. He moved a re- 
cess for 10 minutes. 

“Pending that I ask unanimous consent 
to speak for three minutes,”’ demanded Gen. 
Wheeler. 

The Speaker then turned. toward him for 
the first time and looking straight into the 
gray eyes of the General, ignored his re- 
quest completely, putting the motion of 
Mr. Payne, and declaring it carried. 

As the hands of the clock pointed to 
seven minutes of 12, although it was really 
three minutes past the hour, the comm.t- 
tee appointed to wait upon the President 
marched down the aisle. 

The Speaker had rettred to his room and 
Mr. Payne, the Speaker pro tem., was in 
the chair. 

Mr. Dalzell in the center announced that 
the committee had fulfilled its duty and 
that the President had made reply that he 
had no further communication to make. 

“The President requested me to state,” 
he continued, “‘that the Fifty-fifth Congress 
had performed its extraordinary duties 
manfully and he requested me to extend to 
each and every member his best wishes for 
his safe retumm to his home."’ Great ap- 
plause greeted this announcement. 


But five minutes now remained. In it 
was enacted one of the most dramatic 
scenes ever witnessed in the Hall of Rep- 
resentatives. Mr. Payne summoned Mr. 
Dockery (Den¥. Mo.) to the chair. and he 
in turn recognized Mr. Bailey; the minority 
leader in this Congress, to present the reso- 
lutions thanking the Speaker for the im- 
partial manner in which he had presided 
over the deliberations of the House.

No Unusual Incident Occurred in the 
Dignified Body. 
WASHINGTON March ¢. — When the 
the Senate convened at 10:30 to- 
day, for the closing session, the galleries 
were crowded and the business moved 
along With as much propriety and dignity 
of bearing on ordinary occasions. On 
motion of Mr. Mason, printing of the tes- 
timony taken in the investigation of the 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing was 


ordered. Mr. Fairbanks moved the consid- 
eration of the bill extending the immigra- 
tion laws to the Hawaiian Islands. Mr.

The bill, however, was taken 
up and Mr. Pettigrew spoke upon it. He 
asserted that since the annexation of the 
isiands 10,00 Asiatic slave laborers had 
been imported.

A joint resolution was adopted accept- 
ing from the commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts the cession of a certain tract of land 
in Boston harbor to extend the limits of the 
United States Navy Yard at that port. 

Mr. Hoar report that the committee had 
waited on the President of the United 
States and had been instructed by him to 
say that ‘he had disposed of the public

THE SPEAKER SNUBS WHEELER. 


ALL THE MEMBERS JOIN IN SIN«- 
ING THE DOXOLOGY. 


Pacific Cable Project Is Defeated, but 
in the Main the Majority Ac- 
complishes the Legislation 
Which It Proposed. 


WASHINGTON, March 4.—The Fifty-fifth 
Congress went out of existence by lIimita- 
tion of law to-day, the Senate at 12:08 and 
the House at 12:10. Both houses had turned 
back «he clock 0 minutes so as to fol- 
low the legal rule providing for ad- 
jounment at noon. Both houses of Congress 
have been in continuous session since early 
yesterday morning. debate continuing all 
night and the closing hours being marked 
by stubborn fights against certain pills. 

30th the Senate and House agreed to all 
appropriation bills at 10:30 when, after 
recess, each resumed sessions to complete 
the necessary business in the way of mes- 
sages between the houses .and the signing 
of enrolled bills. 

The Pacific cable proposition in the sun- 
dry civil bill failed. 

The Senate inserted a provision in the 
general deficiency bill, appropriating $3,000,- 
000, to constitute ‘an emergency fund to be 
expended by the President in his discre- 
tion.”’ 


The Toledo Exposition bill, carrying an 
appropriation of $600,000, was passed with- 
out debate. 


In the naval appropriation bill the Hoyse 
won all its amendments for increase of the 
navy and the Senate amendment reducing 
the price of armor plate to $300 prevailed. 

The Senate amendment for an armor 
plate factory was eliminated from the Dill. 

The President went to the capital at 10 
o'clock this morning and remained there 
during the closing hours of Congress. This 
has been a customary practice with many 
Presidents at the close of the short Ses- 
sion, when the passage of many impor- 
tant bilis its delayed frequently until the 
almost constitutional expiration of the 
Congress. The executive is thus put in 
easy communication with the legislators, 
with whom he can consult respecting the 
merits of such measures as might at first 
sem objectionable. The President ap- 
proved all the appropriation bills except 
the District of Columbia bill and the fol- 
lowing bills in addition xo those already re- 
ported: , 

For taking the twelfth census; the Buf- 
falo exposition; bill to reimburse Governors 
of States and Tefritories for expenses in- 
curred in the Spanish war; providing a new 
building for the Department of Justice in 
Washington; making appropriations for 
fortifications and other works of defense; 
for a bridge across the Missouri River at 
Yankton, S. D.; for the relief of the Inter- 
national Cotton Press Company, New Or- 
leans; to enable the City of Albuquerque, 
N. M.. to create certain indebtedness; pro- 
viding for the allowance of certain claims 
reported by the accounting officers of the 
treasury; the omnibus claims bill and for 
public building additions, etc., as follows: 
Cleveland, O.; Baltimore, Md., custom 
house; Stockton, Cal.; Los Angeles, Cal; 
also, those authorizing First 
John R. Williams, Third Artillery; Col. 
Victor Vifquain, Third Nebraska Volun- 
teer Infantry, and Brigadier-General A. E. 
Bates, United States Volunteers, to accept 
certain decorations and honors from for- 
eign potentates. 


A rumor gained circulation just before 
adjournment that the Republican members 
would attempt a desperate move at the 
last moment, and that Speaker Reed would 
recognize Chairman Hull of the Military 
Committee, to put through the bill making 
Adjutant General] Corbin a Major General. 

Democrat:c members were prepared for 
this, and one of them was ready with 
facts connected with Gen. Corbin’s army 
service which would have caused a sensa- 
tion had a move been made to elevate 
him. But nothing of the kind occurred; 
Reed declined to recognize Hull, and the 
Corbin bill expired. 

Another sensational episode was when 
Major General Wheeler attempted to se- 
cure the recognition of Speaker Reed for 
a speech vindicating himself from the 
charge of double officeholding. Speaker 
Reed gave the little hero of Santiago the 
cut direct, refusing to recognize him as 
a member of the House of Representatives. 
and thus emphasizing the view that 
Wheeler had, in accepting an army ap- 
pointment, vacated his seat in the House. 

There were no unusual scenes fn the Sen- 
ate, but in the House there were several 
dramatic episodes. 

About 7 o’clock this morning Mr. Hender- 
son aroused the House by an electric 
speech. It was one of the most eloquent 
of this Congress, 
impressiveness to his utterances. The dish- 
eveled members and the wreckage of the 
night were about him. It was on the ques- 
tion of sectarian institutions in the District 
of Columbia, provision for which had been 
stricken out of the District appropriation 
bill. With force and pathos he denounced 
the bigotry of the conferees who, he said 
were willing, at the behest of a secret or- 
ganization, which did its work, to turn 
the homeless and friendless into the streets. 
The scene was dramatic in the extreme 
when Mr. Henderson recalled the dark days 
of the war when the white-capped Sisters 
of Mercy were ministering, on the battle- 
field, to the stricken and dying soldiers. 

The closing scenes of the House were of 
more than usual interest. After all the bills 
had been paseed there followed the usual] 
resolutions. That offered by Mr. Bailey, 
thankitig Speaker Reed, and the remarks of 
the minority leader were of a character to 
lend a dramatic turn to the proceedings. 
The action of the House and the Speaker's 
reply aroused the House and spectators 
to enthusiasm. After adjournment mem- 
bers and visitors joined in singing patriotic 
airs. 


CLERKS “FIXED” CONGRESS.

A NEW-FANGLED PLAN 


—_— 


REPUBLICAN COUNCIL TICKET 
NOMINATED IN SECRET. 


RANK AND FILE ARE ANGRY. 


They Will Be Permitted No Voice in 
the Selection of Candidates—‘Prom- 
inent Republicans’’ Act for Them. 


At the coming spring election “the Re- 
publican party will depar® from all pre- 
cedent in the selection of its candidates 
for the City Council. The movements of 
certain of the party leaders have been 
clouded in mystery for the last two weeks. 
They have hit upon a plan to change the 
system by which the people have heretofore 
been accorded the privilege of electing dele- 


gates x a nominating convention. 

Many staunch Republicans have cudgeled 
their brains to find the meaning of. recent 
published statements that a Council ticket 
had already been selected. The morning 
organ of the party has even gone so far 
as to editorially indorse the candidate sgse- 
lected. 

The “ticket” has been approved by the 
City Central Comm!‘ttee. 

The peculiar part of it is that many Re- 
faiblicans do not now know of the change 
Uhat is to be worked in the mode of select- 
ing candidates. It has been made known 
to only a chosen few in ‘‘close corporation.” 

The plan pursued by all parties heretofore 
has been to hold primaries for the elec- 
tion of delegates to a convention at which 
candidates for the Council were nomi- 
nated. The people’s wishes were respected 
and the delegates selected by them chose 
the party candidates. 

Now it is different. A few “prominent 
Republicans” have said they know whom 
the people want and have made the se- 
lection without consulting the people who 
compose the party's rank and file. 

The primaries will be not to elect dele- 
gates but to choose candidates. It will be 
a case of Hobson's choice. The cut and 
dried ticket will be placed in the hands 
of the voters. It will contain the six 
names selected at the secret meeting held 
somewhere in St. Louls two weeks ago. 
If the voter does not approve of the can- 
didates he will have to step out of the 
party so far as the primaries are con- 
cerned. Only candidates who have paid the 
necessary fee to the Election Commission- 
ers can get their names on the ticket. 

Unless there should be a concerted move- 
ment on the party of Republicans who ob- 
ject to the proposed change, the mysteri- 
ously selected ticket will be the only Re- 
publican ticket in the field. On the day 
of the primaries it will be too late to put 
additional names on the ticket. 

The new system will put the Cougcil on 
the same plane as the House of Delegates. 
Candidates for the latter have always been 
selected by popular vote. 

One of the candidates for nomination to 
the House of Delegates on the Repwblican 
ticket said last night: 

“This is something new we're going to 
try. We think it will remove all suspicion 
that the ticket stands for any corrupt 
faction. The men who selected the names 
for the Council ticket are all higth in busi- 
ness and professional circles. The prima- 
ries will settle who the candidates will be. 
The ticket will contain the names of the 
six gentlemen selected to make the race 
for the Council.”’ 

Judge Willis Clark of the Court of Crim- 
inal Correction said: 

“There is nothing to prevent any one 
from getting on the ticket if he pays the 
necessary fee. Electors may eubstitute 
names at the polls, but no ticket will be 
recognized as official unless the candidates 
have qualified. It’s a good system and Il 
think it will work out alJ right.”’ 

The Democrats have no new fangled plan. 
They will hold a convention in the regular 
way and their candidates will be named 
by delegates selected by the voters of the 
party.

BILL BEFORE THE LEGISLATURE 
TO ABOLISH IT. 


DIVISION OF SENTIMENT. 


Criminal Lawyers Discuss Both Sides 
~~ of the Proposition From a Pro- — 
fessional Standpoint. 


” — 


Representative Quinn has introduced a 
bill in the Missouri Legislature to abolish 
the Court of Criminal Correction and to 
enlarge the jurisdiction of Justices of the 
Peace so that they may have authority to 
proceed in all felonies and misdemeanors 
where that court now proceeds. 

The purpose of the bill is to give the office 
of Justice of the Peace in St. Lotgis the 
same functions that it has in the country. 

The bill has aroused considerable discus- 
sion among St. Louis lawyers. who are 
watching the Legislature clcs: to see 
what disposition wll be made of it. The 
passage of the bill will have some bearing 
on the business of every lawyer who prac- 
tices in the criminal courts. 

The bill was prepared by John H. Boogh- 
er at the request of many lawyers, and 
he is one of its most enthusiastic support- 
ers. 

“I heartily indorse the new biil, for I 
belleve it would fill a long-felt want,” said 
he. “It would save thousands of dollars 
to St. Louis every vear and would facili- 
tate, the administration of justice, caus- 
ing a consequent decrease in crime. The 
abolishment of the Court of Criminal! Cor- 
rection and the conferring of its jurisdic- 
tion upon the Justices of the Peace would 
insure to every person charged with a 
crime a speedy trial, which would be ad- 
vVantageous to both the accused and the 
State. There would be 14 courts in which 
such cases might be disposed of, instead of 
one, as now. The bill contemplates that 
all justices in St. Louis shall have concur- 
rent jurisdiction in all felon‘'es and misde- 
ineanors. The effect of this is that a 
criminal may be taken before any justice 
in the city, regardless of the district in 
which the crime charged may have been 
commimtted. Justices with small dockets 
can always be found and the hear:ng of 
criminals may be pressed before them. 

Judge Thomas B. Harvey does not agree 
with Mr. Boogher. “I am positively op- 
posed to the Quinn bill,"’ said he. “It con- 
templates a change which the conditions 
do not justify. The Court of Criminal Cor- 
rection ‘s a court of record and transacis 
its business with the dignity that belongs 
to a super‘or court. It has the same jury 
system that the Circuit Court has and 
draws its jurors from the same wheel. 

‘That there is considerable ‘grafting’ at 
the Four Courts I admit.

WEIRD NIGHT SCENE AT THE’ 


FOUR COURTS. 


Eloquent Appeals and Scathing De- 
nunciations of the Distin- 
guished Attorneys in 
the Case. 


Campbell Allgaier’s fate is in the hands 
of the twelve men who for two full weeks 
have listened attentively to the lawyers 
who have been weaving a web around the 
youthful prisoner and to the other attor- 
neys who have worked so hard to secure 
his freedom.

SALOONS SHUT TIGHT 


ST. LOUIS WILL BE DRY TO-DAY 
AS THE SAHARA DESERT. 


NOT A SINGLE DROP TO DRINK. 


Police Board’s Order to Enforce tie 
Downing Law Promptly Obeyed by 
Nearly All Saloonkeepers. 


‘Says the monkey to the owl, 
‘Now, what'll you have to drink?’ 
Since you are so very kind, sir, 
‘I'll take a bottle of ink.’ "’ 
—An old one in mind at this hour. 


At 1 o’clock this morning every saloon in 
the City of St. Louis was closed. In accord- 
ance with the order of Chie? of Police 
Campbell that the Downing—not the New- 
berry—law be inforced, the saloons closed 
at midnight last night for a period of 
twenty-four hours. 

From Dan to Bersheeba in this great city 
hath it been heralded from time to time 
that persons interested in the matter of 
temperance were endeaevoring to secure an 
enforcement of the law of the State con- 


cerning the traffic or liquor upon the Sab- 
bath; and with each heralding the men 
whom this matter doth most concern upon 
both sides of the bar swapped hot drinks 
and hearty laughs over polished woods and 
counted upon their fingers but the tenth 
part of the times they have known this 
thing before and have seen it come to 
naught. 

By the time Chief 
had ordered the enforcement of the law 
the drinks had become much larger and 
the laughs much smaller, but the man who 
sells and the man who buys did not lean 
over the bar and look each other closely 
in the face until the police of the separate 
beats called in to say that from 12 o'clock 
of the night of March 4 until 12 o’clock 
of the next night every saloon must be 
closed. 

Then was there consternation. The sa- 
loon-keeper realized that he would ac- 
tually have to quit business through the 
Sabbath day; and the hotel Keeper got it 
straight from his lawyer that he could serve 
no intoxicating drinks to his guests through 
all of Sunday. The man with the midnight 
thirst was warned by his barkeeper that 
he must come and go early, and the man 
who loves to drop in Sunday and have a 
drink wondered what on earth, with the 
continuity of his habits thus broken, he 
would find on Sunday to do. 

There were no long, post-theater tete-a- 
tetes in St. Louls last night; the Down- 
ing law wouldn't permit it. There were no 
festivals of good fellowship in the cosy 
cocktail founts of the city. The proprietor 
was a good fellow, and would have stood 
it all right, but the Downing law wouldn't 
have it. The Downing law hath said that 
no liquor shall be sold on the Sabbath, and 
the people of St. Louis were suddenly 
brought to know last night that the Sab- 
bath, like any other day, beging at L 
o’clock of the night before. 

And it shall be that when St. Louts awak- 
ens this morning it will be naught but a 
desert. Temperate persons may see rain 
and enow and an abundance of water, but 
the man whom his friends knoweth as a 
good fellow will look out and see only 
burning sands and heat-rifted skies. His 
wife may observe the neighbors’ children 
pelting snowballs with merry laughs, but 
the husband will find nothing but demons

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ehooting beer bottle comets athwart the 
red-hot skies. His wife may show him an 
evergreen, loaded with the geun-glinting 
snow, but he will see nothing but cacti. 
She may hearken to hear the church bell, 
but to him there can only be noises of fire 
bells and visions of portcullises dropped 
before the doors of saloons. 

It will be very bitter—this first day of the 
engjorcement of the Sunday law. Men are 
creatures of habit. They get in the way 
of doing things. Not many of them are in 
the habit of laying in a stock of good 
things to drink. The man with great fore- 
sight took home with him last night a bun- 
die which interested his children and his 
wife much because he did not open it be- 
fore them, and the hindsight man didn't 
do this and will wake this morning to find 
himself in the way of spending a very 
thirsty Sabbath. 

But even the greatest desert has its 
oasis.

The difference is 
that. one provides for the closing of neariy 
aH business, while the Downing law treats 
whoily of closing the saloons on Sunday. 

Chief of Police Campbell makes this ex- 
planation of the situation, which will be 
news to members of the Retall Liquor 
Dealers’ Association. He says he its not 
closing the saloons with the Newberry law. 
but is merely enforcing the old Downing 
law, Which has been upon the. statute 
books sinee 1879. The police were not, the 
Chief.says, ordered to Jeo anything more 
than close the salcons on Sundav and the 
Downing law suffices for this, w'thout in- 
flicting the city with the far-reaching New- 
berry statute. The section of the Downing 
law which applies in the premises ‘s this: 

Sec. 4509 -Keeping Open on Sunday: Anr person 
having a license as a dramshop keeper who shail 
Keep open such dramshop or shall sell, give away, 
or otherwise dispose of of suffer the same to he 
done upon or about his premises, any intoxicating 
liquors, in any quantity, on the first day of the 
week, commonly called Sunday, or upon the day 
of any general election in this State. shall, upOD 
conviction thereof, be punished by fine not leas 
than $50 nor more than $200, shall forfeit such 
license, and shall not again be allowed to obtain 
a license to keep a dramshop for the term of two 
years next thereafter.

Section 8852—Sabbath breaking.—Every 
who shall either labor himself or compel or per- 
mit his apprentice or servant or any other person 
under his charge or control to labor or rform 
any work other than the household offices of 
daily necessity, or other works of necessity or 
charity, or who shall be guilty of hunting game 
or shooting on the first day of the week, com- 
monly called Sunday, shall be deemed guilty ef 
a misdemeanor and fined not exceeding $50. 
Section 3853—Selling Goods on Sunday.—Evety 
person who shall expose to sale any goods, wares 
or merchandise. or shall keep open 
porter house, grocery or lipping shop, 
eell or retail any fermented or distilled 
on ‘the first day of the week, commonly cail 
Sunday, shall, on conviction, be adjudged ty 
of a misdemeanor and fined not exceeding $50. 
President Hellery, of the Retail Liquor 
Dealers’ Association, says the association 
has not adopted either a determination to 
fight the enforcement of the law or a plan 
upon which to fight it. ““‘We have 600 of the 
1900 saloonkeepers in the city in our asso- 
ciation,”’ eays Mr. Hellery, ‘‘and these sa- 
loons will be closed in strictest compliance 
with the orders of the Chief of Police. As 
law-abiding citizens there is open to Us 
no*other than the course of submission.” 
The police do not anticipate that it will 
be difficult to enforce the law. Capt. 
Kiely, of the Fourth District, says: ‘i 
have been ordered to see that the saloons 
in my district are closed for the &# hours 
between midnight of Saturday and Sun- 
day nights, and they will be closed. Every 
one of the 326 saloonkeepers in my district 
was warned of the order by my men te-

If the courts 
will do their work as well as we will do 
ours the law will be enforced strict enough 
to suit its framers.”’

“It is the best thing in the world for 
both the wenlthy and the poor when rich 
people marry simply for love. It is best for 
the rich people because it makes them hap- 
pier in the long run. There is no doubt in 
my mind that if there were more such mar- 
riages among the rich they and the poor 
would get along much better. There would 
be mutual respect between both. 


“I would sooner take a million dollars, 
convert it into diamonds, pound the dia- 
monds into fine dust and scatter this 
fine dust to the winds, rather than give 
half that much money to a college or 
university,’’ she says. “People who en- 
dow these ‘higher educational institu- 
tions are doing a thousand times more 
harm than good. We have entirely tvo 
many of these places now. What have 
they resulted in? Why, instead of our

“If this is kept up our taxes will soon 
be trebled in order to let the Government 
have money enough to build a lunatic asy- 
lum on every block. 

“I don’t think that any harm would be 
done in having one or possibly two uni- 
versities in every State, where brainy 
young men and women could go if their 
families could afford it. But for any one 
to endow a free university, where every 
Tom, Dick and Mary go and fill his mind 
with a let of useless, crazy trash before 
they have learned to earn § their livings 
when their parents die is simply ridiculous. 

“Grammar schools are good enough. They 
Kive sufficient education to make the 
masses happy, and with the masses happy 
the classes certainly ought to be. 

“Yes, I believe that we have ‘the masses 
and ‘the classes’ in this country. The Con- 
Stitution may not recognize the difference, 
but It exists all the same. 


“As for the socialistic plan—that ‘all 
wealth be equally divided—why it would 
simply ruin the world. It would destroy all 
incentive to go great things. and even to 
do any great amount of work. Every one 
would say, ‘What's the use of my working 
when I know that no matter how much 
I make I will be compelled to “‘divvy’’ with 
the rest when I get my reward" Let me 
tell you that it is the very men who are 
shouting so loudly for socialism who would 
make the hardest taskmasters to the poor 
if they were given a chance to become 
wealthy themselves.”’

STORY OF THE CONTEST. 


It Was a Long Fight, but Victory Re- 
mained With the People. 
COLTMBUS, ©., Mareh 4.—On 18, 
1898, Attorney-General Monnett made mo- 
tion for the appointment of a master com- 
missioner to take ev Standard 
Oil This matter of 
convenience to the trust officials. who did 
not like New York; because 

they said the trust's books were there. 

In this point Monnett made his first mis- 
take. The Standard mace the next motion, 
which was for the appointment of Allen T. 
Brinsmade as such commissioner. Monnett 
was warned that he was friendly to truste, 
but finally, with some misgivings, consented 
to his appointment. Up to date the com- 
missioner has proved a veritable stumbling 
block in Monnett’s way. 

In New York November he refused 
to compel Rockefeller to anéwer quest-ons 
touching material points in the case." RocKe- 
feller and F. B. Squire were cited in con- 
tempt, but the court did not sustain the 
Attormey-General. At Cleveland, jater, the 
same performance Was repeated. A motion 
at this point, by Attorney-Getberal Monnett, 
to rescind the order appointing Brinsmade 
master commissioner was overruled by the 
court. A motion to compel the production 
of certain books which contained records 
of révent ouseiness Detween toe constituent 
companies of the old trust, and which Mr 
Monnett claims-would prove beyond doubt 
that the decree of the count is violated, was 
sustained. but when they were called for, 
Secretary IF. B. Squire, acting on the ad- 
vice of the trust's attorneys, refused to 
produce them, and later Attorney Virgil P. 
Kline told the Supreme Court that the come 
pany would not obey its order to produce 
the books 

The court seems to have dropped that 
matter, for it satisfiedsitself with issuing 
at once an order fixing March 4 as the 
date when the State must file all its evi- 
dence, and April &8 as the date when the 
defense must file its evidence 

Itt is now a simple proposition for the 
Standard officials to avold giving any evi- 
dence they wish to withhold All they 
have to do is to conceal themselves from 
constables with subpenas until the limit 
is reached. 

The court evidently intends to pass upon 
the vestion before the regular summer 
vacation. Though the Attorney-General 
has been badly handi ‘apped it seems prob- 
able that he will succeed In sustaining his 
contempt charge. A fine will, of course, 
be the punishment, and as the size of the 
fine varies with the abllity to pay. it is 
surmised that the amount Will be about 
$350,000.

PREVENT RATE REDUCTIONS. 


BILL BEFORE SENATE BRINGS 
OUT HIS VIEWS. 


Proposed Amendment to Interstate 
Commerce Law He Says Would 
Be Against the Interests 
of the Public. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Murch 4.—President Jas. 
J. Hill of the Great Northern Railway has 
written the following letter to a leading 
Transmississippl Senator. Because of Mr. 
Hill's prominence in the financial world his 
letter, which is a bitter attack on the pool- 
ing bill, is regarded as of unusual im- 
portance: ’ 

‘St. Paul, Minn., Feb. 3.—My Dear Bir: 
I am sorry that I am again compelled to 
impose upon you the proposed amendment 
to the Interstate Commerce law. Some of 
the Eastern railways which claim, without 
any authority, to repfesent the railway in- 
terests of the United States, are again 
undertaking to secure an amendment to the 
present Interstate Commerce act authoriz- 
ing the making of pools between railroads 
on the ground that they are unuable to 


talk, | avoid discrimination for or against shippers 
driven by | °F localities without permission. 


‘To admit such a condition of things is 
they are unable to maintain 
thelr own contracts with each other. If 
the Interstate Commerce law, which now 
forbids under srong penalties all discrim- 
not strong enough to compel 
these gentlemen observe its conditions, 
I do see how the discrimination can 
be avolded by enacting a law to permit 
pooling

“In the first place a pool is an interfer- 
ence with the free, unrestrained and nat- 
ural conditions of trade. It is made to al- 
low a division of traffic, so as to avoid a 
reduction of rates. 1 do not understand how 
the pubile ean suffer by a reduction in rates 
of transportation; neither can I] see how dhe 
jegal authorization of pools will prevent 
discriminations in favor of shippers or of 
jocalities. 

“The present penalty of imprisonment of 
the officer or amen granting such re- 
bate, or the arty receiving the same, is so 
heavy that ft is difficult, | may say impos- 
sible, to secure the evidence to convict eith- 
er of the offenders. If, however, the im- 
prisonment penalty was changed into a fine 
af from $2000 to $10,000, to be collected from 
the railway and the party receiving the re- 
bate, one-half the sum gotng to the person 
who furnished the information for convic- 
‘ton. 1¢ would do more to prevent this dis- 
opataates than all the laws heretofore 

sed. 


“There is no rellef afforded the public 
through the Interstate law that Is not pro- 
vided for under the conditions of the com- 
mon jaw. The Interstate Commission can- | 
not make < rate, and they shoul 
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board, or as witnesses in behalf of the 
public. If the five men constituting the 
commission were allowed to make rates 
they would exercise more power than any 
other five men in the world. I am suré 
you will agree with me that it would nev- 
er answer for the Interstate Commergce 
Commission to be prosecuting attorney 
witness, grand jury and presiding judge all 
in the same case. 

“The past year haa been an unusual one 
in the history of this country. The number 
of trusts and combinations which have been 
made and are apparently accepted or toler- 
ated ig much greater than in any former 
year. The amount of authorized capital in 
such Institutions is aay stupendous, and 
I think that a close investigation would 
show that a large portion of this capitai 
is entirely fictitious, 


“The people, regardless of party, are be- 
comjng highly incensed over these matters, 
and in place of extending pools through 
acts of Congress egaitsing such conditions, 
I am sure that the general sentiment of the 
public, high and low, is decidedly against 
such policy. 

“While my chief interest Is In the Great 
Northern Railway, I also represent some 
interests in lines east of Chicago, and I 
should sincerely regret the passage of any 
such legislation, for 1 am reasonably cer- 
tain that, sooner or later, it wilt create 
a public sentiment among the people which 
will result In wiping off all such legislation 
from the statute books of the nation or of 
the States. 

“This country has had enough anti-rall- 
road and anti-monopoly discussions, some 
of which were without reason, and most of 
which had some reason. Now, when the 
railroads of the country are rendering bet- 
ter service than ever before, at lower rales, 
and the people are beginning to accept the 
fairness of these rates, it seems to me un- 
wise and unjust to reopen the railway 
question through legislation that will be 
looked upon by the public as hostile to their 
interests, and in that way Inflame public 
feeling.

“All these motives are wrong, and I hope 
will not prevall. I think the represgenta- 
tives of all our Western States realige the 
force of what I have sald, and that ft ‘s 
not necessary for me to enlarge on the 
subject. At the same time I sincerely 
hope that no such legislation will be per- 
mitted to pass. 

“While the matter of pooling Is of fare 
reaching importance, no doubt these gen- 
tlemen will say it is very harmless. At 
the same time I would Iike to agk if it 
is not simply an opening wedge which 
would practically result tn turning over 
the entire rate-mak'ng power to @ — 
mission of five men, who could then oe 
the value of thousands of millions 
property, and would, fn that regard, exer. 
cise greater power over the commerce af 
business of the cauntry than the Cgar 
Russia exercises In the Russian Empire.

Wife Murderer Becker Goes 
Over His Path of Crime

POLICE BEGIN TO BELIEVE HIM.

DETAIL IS ORDERED TO WATCH 
FOR THE BODY. 


Mrs. Becker No. 1, the Butcher De- 
clares, Called Him Names and After 
Taking Her to Many Saloons He 
Threw Her Into the Lake. 


CHICAGO, Ill, March 4.—Over the trial 
of death, from his home: where he plotted 
to kill his wife, Theresa Becker, through 
the saloons where he persuaded her to drink 
wine and whisky, until she was no longer 
on her guard against him, out on the de- 
solate pier, whither he decoyed her on the 
pretense of viewing the silent splendor of 
the restless ice floes, out to the very point 
where, with a curse, he hurled the unsus- 
pecting woman into the icy waters of the 
lake, August A. Becker led Detectives 
Sheehan and Burns. : 

Thursday he took them to the spot at 
which, the evening of Jan. 27, he swears he 
killed his wife, Theresa. Yesterday he re- 


traced for them the route by which he led: 


her, in order that he might satisfy them of 
the truth of his confession, and, if possible, 
secure somewhere on the route some one 
who could identify him as having been there 
that fatal day a month ago. 

Guarded by the two officers and accom- 
panied by Inspector Hunt, Becker was 
taken from Hyde Park Police Station, 
where he had spent the night, and carr.ed 
to the Stockyards Police Station. Then 
starting from Forty-seventh and Halsted 
Sts. on an electric car the party was taken 
by him down to Clark and Harrison sts., 
where, following the route he gave in his 
confession he left the car and led the of- 
cers to State st. There he took them into 
Saloon after saloon, and into various re- 
Sorte along the street. 

An immense crowd gathered as soon as it 
became known that the wife-murderer was 
on the street, and the progress of the party 
on the trail was hampered by the morbid 
onlookers. The excitement in the crowd 
ran high, and in the party with Becker it 
ran higher. He described, as the party 
advanced, the condition of himself and of 
his wife on the fatal day. His story .read 
like a minute and dreadful romance, the 
product of a powerful imagination. Yet eo 
unhesitatingly was it told, and so certain 
was Becker of the places visited and the 
words that passed between himself and his 
wife that the officers felt convinced of the 
truth of the narrative. 

From State st. Becker led the:way down 
Washington st, to the age coe and again 
over the Randolph street vidduct, by which 
he took the police yesterday to the actual 
Scene of the murder. He again described 
the quarrel at the pier’s end, told the vile 
name his wife called him and deseribed 
how in anger he throttled her and huried 
her over the stringpiece of the wharf into 
the gulf below. 

The scene at the end of the Randolph 
street pier was a sufficiently grewsome 
Setting to the tale he told. Hidden in the 
impenetrable mist that hung heavily over 
the lake, the foghorn at the harbor’s mouth 
moaned dismally all through his tale. The 
east wind blew keen and cold and the 
waves of the lake beat with a ceaseless 
roar against the pier. Even Inspector 
Hunt and his experienced officers were 
agitated by the vividness of the story told 
under such circumstances. 

When the story was told Becker was 
again led to the patrol-wagon and returned 
to the station. Inspector Hunt is more cer- 
tain than ever that the man’s confession 
is true. Becker repeated it in the pres- 
ence of the 17-year-old Ida Sutterlin, to 
marry whom he killed Theresa, his wife. 
He fell on his Knees before the inspector 
and swore to the story. 

“It must be true,”’ said that officer, when 
he had heard. “A thing that makes me 
even more certain is his tale about ‘Mike.’ 
He must have faked that man up so that 
when we found the body in the lake he 
could say: ‘Mike ran away with her and 
he must have killed ‘her.’ But he has had 
to abandon that yarn and admit that there 
was no ‘Mike’ and that he himself is the 
murderer.” 

Ida Sutterlin, Mrs. Becker No. 2, says that 
one of the rings she has been wearing, 
supposed to belong to the first_and mur- 
dered wife, was given her by Becker six 
weeks before his wife disappeared. This 
leaves only one ring, the wedding ring to 
be accounted for. Circumstances which the 
police will not disclose lead the detectives, 
they allege to believe that Ida is telling the 
truth when she says she has had the plain

Stockmen Figure Up the Loss 
on the Ranges. 


NOT AS GREAT AS EXPECTED. 


HIGH WINDS KEPT MUCH GRASS 
UNCOVERED. ~~ 


In the Southwest the Greatest Losses 
Occurred in Cattle Herds Moved 
From the South to | 
the North. 


DENVER, Colo., March 4.—Charles F. 
Martin, secretary of the National Live 
Stock Association to-day issued a bulle- 
tin concerning live stock losses during the 
winter. It says: 

“With the exception of Montana, reports 
that have been rece:ved frum leading stock- 
men, and are considered accurate as far as 
they go. In Idaho, Wyoming, Colorado, 
Northern and Western Texas, New Mexico, 


Oklahoma’and Ind.an Territory the winter 
has been the worst known in 10 years or 


more. 

“Fortunately the great cold made the 
storm dry and there was enough sun and 
wind to keep a fair proportion of the ranges 
uncovered. 

“Oregon, Washington and Arizona suf- 
fered very little and will have only nominal 
losses, 

“California is still suffering from drouth 
and the outloook there is bad. The losses 
in Wyoming, Colorado and the Dakotas, as 
yet, have not averaged 4 per cent. 
* In Northern and Western Texas and 
Northeastern New Mexico, and throughout 
Southern Oklahoma and Indian Territory, 
the heaviest losses have been with cattle 
being moved from the south. 

“Where the cattle went into the winter 
in bad condition the mortality has been 
heavy, reaching in some sections as high 
as 20 per cent. Taking the range sections 
as a whole, to the present time, the losses 
will average 4 per cent. With the most 
favorable conditions that can be expected, 
an additional loss of 2 per cent may be 
looked for before spring, and should the 
weather comtinue bad through March 
heavy loss will certainly result. 

“In Utah, Wyoming and some parts of 
Oregon, heavy sheep losses are reported. It 
is feared that there will also be heavy 
sheep losses in Montana. Wyoming reports 
some instances of losses reaching as high 
as 8 per cent, and some claim that if 
March furnishes much bad weather the 
sheep loss in that State may reach 3% r 
cent. In Western Utah the conditions ap- 

ar to be almost as bad. In severa! in- 
stances the reports give the average for 
this section as being 2 per cent. These 
two States are the greatest sufferers of 
any reported. 

“In New Mexico, Colorado, Kansas and 
Nebraska the reports are not so discourag- 
ing, but in sections of these States where 
the range is depended upon exclusively the 
lcsses have been heavier than usual.”’

THEIR PASSING CLOSES A CHAP- 
TER IN THE WHEELING WORLD. 


USEFUL ONCE, BUT NOT NOW. 


The Referee Discusses the Local Situa- 
tion, as Well as the New Racing 
Board Chairman and Oolleagues. 


The passing of the St. Louis Cycling Club 
is the last chapter in the story of the com- 
plete change in cycling affairs in St. Louls. 

Its abandonment of the field leaves no 
organized body to represent the local senti- 
ment that was so strong amongst wheel- 
men but two years 4go. 

I call it the passing of this club because 
I believe that it is but the beginning of 
the end, for when a cycling club gives up 
its quarters it would just as well go out of 


bus altogether. The members have 
ee te sive US the handsome quarters, 
but to continue the organization by holding 
one or two reunsons @ year. A proposition 
10 locate in a flat was voted down for the 
very good reason that if men would not 
frequent such a fine clubhouse as the on 
in question they would not spend their 
evenings in a flat. But, of course, the om 
anions will be abandoned as well in an 
course of time, and thus the agony wi 

have only been prolonged. I wish the mem- 
bers could have taken their medicine like 
men and met the inevitable. rhe necessity 
of the exclusively cycling club has puss a, 
and the oldest and the best should have 
been given a decent burial. 


when I say the necessity for the 
naiag club has passed, I admf that ees 
once wae a4 necessity. I do not agree wit! 
my friend Sheridan that they were un- 
necessary, puerile and disagreeable cares 
just because a “badger fight"’ was now an‘ 
then held in them. Before many of the 
riders of to-day knew how to mount a W heel 
the cycling club was an absolute ogee 
and no man could really enjoy his wheel 
unless he was connected with one. Kovery 
man’s hand was against the bicycle and 
the riders were ridiculed and persecuted. 
They organized for mutual protection as 
well,as to have company in their tours. 
In those days you could not pick up a com- 
nion at every corner, and spins had to 
taken alone unless the rider joined a 
club. With the popularity of the bicycle 
at the height that iH was during the past 
two or three years the necessity of the 
club faded away, though the companions 
of the early days stuck together. 1? 
hen, toe, the clubs were formed princi- 
paily of younger men, 4s they were the only 
ones riding at first, but ten or twelve years 
make a difference and many of the mem- 
bers--macried, settled down or had other 
interests and they ceased to frequent the 
clubs. 
another very important reason for 
gp th~etee of the bicycle club was the 
fact that until the last few years only the 
clubs promoted bicycle races. lt ntil 18% no 
meet fad ever been given by any other 
body than a bicycle club. The speculators 
and “grafters’ of to-day were unknown; 
prizefighters and horsemen had not dab- 
bled in the me; the money changers _ hac 
not infected it with their disease. Then 
bicycle races were given for the pure love 
of the sport and promoters, racing men ond 
the public enjoyed them. We simply coulc 
have had no races if it had not been for 
-~ coe the clubs which formed the As- 
ed Cycle Clubs, an organization which 
was more largely responsible for the great 
interest in wheeling in this city than any 
How could we have had the A. ©. 
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‘The Ramblers, the St. Louts, the Mis- 
souris, the South Sides and the Centuries 
were the leading ones of the hundred and 
044 clubs we have had here. All are gone 
now, for the St Louis are banded by sen- 
timent only and the Centuries are packed 
away in a little flat. 


I have received information from a pretty 
straight source that Fred Gerlach of Chi- 
cago will be the chairman of the new Rac- 
ing Board.

JOE MARTIN RETURNS FROM HIS 
TRIP TO LITTLE ROCK. 


HORSES THERE DOING WELL. 


All Indications Point to the Best Mest- 
ing Ever Held by the Arkan- 
sas Jockey Club. 


Joe Martin, Secretary of the Arkansas 
Jockey Club, returned to St. Louis Satur- 
ay after a brief visit to Little Rock, where 
he went to study the condition of the 
horses now in training at the City of Roses. 

“Every thing is shaping,”’ said the genial 
“Joe” Saturday evening, ‘“‘for the very best 
meeting Little Rock has ever had. 

“There are more race horses stabled at 
Clinton Park than were ever in Little Rock 
before at this period of the year, and so 
great is the demand for stables that we 
have had to contract for the construc- 
tion of 3 new stables. 

“The track is in excellent condition and 
all rumors about the thoroughbreds not 
being in condition to nace Derby Day, 
which is March 30, are simply bosh. 

‘We will have horse owners and trainers 
at our meeting this year, that have never 
raced at Little Rock fore. Barney 
Schreiber,, W. L. Cassidy and T. H. Ryan 
are a trio that have advised me they will 
race with us, in fact the Cassidy and 
Schreiber strings are already located at 
the track.” 

Col. W. L, Cassidy came near putting a 
crimp in the bank rolls of the bookmakers 
Friday. The veteran turfman and owner of 
Air Blast and Kitty B. received a wire from 
Pat Tomlinson that ‘Maurice W. would win 
the second race at New Orleans.

‘THAT IS WHAT LEADING PUGIL- 


ISTS ARE DEMANDING NOW. 


IT WAS DIFFERENT YEARS AGO. 


When John L. Sullivan Had His Great 
Fight With Jack Flood They 
Divided Only $10,000. 


The managers of Fitzsimmons and 
Jeffries laugh at the offer of $15,000 maa de 
by a Davenport club for their coming con- 
test. 

They appear to look on $15,000 as a paltry 
sum. 

Their action calls to m'nd the fact that 
the purses demanded in these days by lead- 
ing pugilists are far in excess of those 
fought -for when John L. Sullivan came 
into the game. 

The Boston boy's great fight with John 
Flood, which first brought ‘him into promi- 
nence, was for $1000, of which $20 went to 
the loser. 


When Sullivan defeated Paddy Ryan in 
1882 the purse amounted to only $5000, which 
would not be considered for a moment now- 
adays by Sharkey, Fitzsimmons, Corbett, 
McCoy, Jeffries and other leading lights. 

In 1889 the prices for the big fights began 
to ascend. Sullivan whipped Kilrain that 
year for a $20,000 purse, which was the 
largest on record. Fitzsimmons and Demp- 
sey battled in 1891 for a total of $12,000, 
which for a middleweight contest was con- 
sidered remarkable. 


For three fights held in one week at the 
old Olyenpic Club in New Orleans in 1892 
more money was hung up than ever before 
or since, Jack McAuliffe knocked out Billy 
Meyer, the “Streator Cyclone,’’ for $20,000, 
and George Dixon stopped Jack Skelly fora 
purse and bets amounting to $17,500. The 
third fight was ‘between Corbett and Suzulli- 
van, for which a $25,000 purse was offered, 
with a $10,000 bet on the side. 


When Dixon defeated Eddie Pierce at 
Coney Island in 1893 there was $11,000 in the 
balance and one of the greatest paying 
crowds on record. Fitzsimmons in the 
same year beat Jim Hall fora purse of $0.- 
0Oo>*, which the Cornishman could not «villect 
bulk. Corbett pounded Mitchell out in 
a total of $30,000. whnicn was the 
easiest kind of money. There was only $10.- 
OO) in the fight between Fittsimmons ind 
Maher at Langtry, Tex... a very small re- 
ward for the amount of trouble experi- 
enced by the principals in finding a battle- 
ground. Sharkey captured $10,000 when he 
won on an alleged foul from Fitzsimmons 
in 1896. 


When Corbett was knocked out by the 
Cornishman at Carson City in 1897, the purse 
was only $15,000, winner take all. Fitz weak- 
ered and sold his chances to Stuart for a 
gate percentage, win or lose, that afterward 
amounted to but $3500. Each fighter ifter- 
ward received about $20,000 for their snare 
in the pictures taken of the fight. Uy de- 
feating both Corbett and McCoy about $30.- 
0) was pocketed by Sharkey and his man- 
ager, who have been making mon=v on the 
road ever since. Sulivan made and squan- 
dered two fortunes while showing — Fitz- 
simmons is matched to fight Jeffries for a 
purse of $15,000 already offered, and possinly 
for a larger prize. while tae Lenox Athiette 
Club stands ready to offer a $30,00u purse 
for a battle between Sharkey and one of 
the other bi¢ fellows, 


The 12-roum! glove contest between 
Frankie Noel and Morris jRouch, to take 
place in the Business Men’s Gymnasium on 
the night of Tuesday, March 14, will, with- 
out doubt, be the most interest'ng event 
in the boxing line held in St. Louis in 
years. Noel without doubt the leading 
bantam of St. Louls and Rouch is the best 
boxer of his inches in Chicago. So the bat- 
tle will be a duel between St. Louis and for 
bantam-weight boxing honors. The match 
between these men was not made and the 
articles of agreement were not signed un- 
til Saturday.

Officers of the Commissaries and In- 
spectors Agree That the Soldiers

"WASHINGTON, Mareh 4.-—Major-Gen. 
president of the Beef Court of In- 
does not know whether he will ask 
Tom Dolan, late of Chicago, to testify. 
Dolan made charges against the Armour 
Packing Company in an interview to-day, 
telling how he, as foreman of 50) men, had 
for years slaughtered diseased cattle and 
passed it as prime beef. 

Officials of the Subsistence Department 
discredit Dolan, claiming that he was dis- 
charged from the Armour Company. They 


decline to diecuss the matter and assert 
that the government inspectors would huve 
been aware of any trapdoor vats into which 
diseased parts of cattle were thrown to be 
made into “‘oleo,”” were such in existence 
in the packing house. 

Dolan’s testimony may be repgarded as 
irrelevant, as the present inquiry is limited 
to beef which was furnished the army. It 
may be shown, however, that some of the 
canned roast beef was prepared during the 
time Dolan was acting as superintendent of 
the Armour works. 

The attention of the Bureau of Anima! 
Industry of the. Agriculture Department 
has been called to the charges. 

Dr. A. D. Melvin, in charge of the bureau, 
@epeaking of the matter to-day, said: 

“While our inspectors are not paid very 
high salaries they are men of intelligence 
and it is not pospible that such things as 
Dolan charges could go on undetected. The 
inspectors are all believed to be thoroughly 
honest and attentive to their duties. There 
might be an evasion of the regulations 
now and then, but fraud could not be prac- 
ticed eyetematically ari persistentiy as 
Dolan charges. 

“There are a number of inspectors at 
each packing house, and if one overlooked 
a Violation of the regulations, some of the 
Others would be sure to detect it. 

“Beveral years ago similar charges were 
made against another concern. The depart, 
ment made an investigation and found 
nothing irregular. I knew Dolan when he 
Was employed by the Armour Packing 
Company. He was killing boss, and, in a 
Reneral way, occupied the position he 
claims in his stutement. It is not likely 
that Dolan’s charges will be investigated 
by e department There is not enough 
importance attached to them to war- 
rant it,’’

The War Department's Court of Inquiry 
wound up its week's work with a half day's 
session to-day, having exhausted the list 
of Wilnesses now in hand.

He explained that a large shipment of 
canned roast beef had arrived at Jackson- 
ville in a very offensive condition, He had 
picked out offens.ve smelling cases, 
amounting to 42,000 pounds, and called in 
the Jacksonville health officer, he con- 
demned it as a public nuisance, thus giv- 
ing him the right to destroy it at once in 
‘he publi ’ crenjyatory. Armour’ Ss age nt, who 
Was on the ground, asked leave to tele- 
graph his home office, and qui *Kly received 
word from his firm that ‘[t would be very 
giad to take back the whole shipment and 
furnish good beef in its place. This was 
done. 


The beef had been sent to New Orleans 
by Maj. West, the commissary officer there, 
but there was no stamp or other means on 
the packages to tell by what army officer 
the beef had been inspected and accepted. 
It was stamped by the Bureau of Anima] 
Industry. 

The witness had subsequently made in- 
spections of Texas beef killed in Cuba, re- 
ports on which are on file in the War De- 


partment. He had made chemical analyses 
and bacteriological examinations of the 
canned roast beef made in Cuba, and had 
made personal comparisons between refrig- 
erator beef, native Cuban cattie and Texas 
beef killed in Cuba which had and had not 
been in cold storage. His experiments had 
been exhaustive and conducted as fairly as 
possible with reference to practical condi- 
tions. His own opinion was that the best 
meat our troops could get in the West In- 
dies was American cattle killed and refrig- 
erated tn Cuba as near as possible to the 
spot where it was to be used. 

Quartermaster Sergeant Sullivan of the 
Ninth Massachusetts, had been through 
the Santiago campaign, and came to the 
stand full of the memories of canned and 
refrigerated beef. The former, he said, the 
men barely stasted. The latter, he started 
in to describe, as a strange and grewsome 
article, unlike anything he had ever seen. 
He sa‘'d it had a “deathly smell.’’ Here he 
coll.ded with the Recorder, who insisted on 
havine a strict definition of a “deathly 
emell.’’ Witness got as far as saying that 
the “‘deathly smell’ was different from 
the smell of a decomposing body, but here 
the Recorder demanded a statement of the 
mechanicism of decomposition, and a 
of the gases which would be evolved. The 
witness thereupon went to pieces and re- 
duced his whole statement to saying that 
‘the beef was very bad’’ and on this he 
refused to be shaken.

ONE ARMOUR MAKES DENIAL. 


Hie Says Tom Dolan’s Story Is Only 
Worthy of Laughter.

CHICAGO, March 4.—J. Ogden Armour 
was asked to-day by the Post-Dispatch 
correspondent what reply the firm had to 
make to the charges of Tom Doland, a for-

He said the had ob- 
tained from Julius Pitzgman, a surveyor 
of St. Louis, the distance in feet of two 
different routes leading to Clayton, the one 
beginning at the intersection of the ink- 
er and Bonhomme rd., then out on the 
Bonhomme rd. to Clayton, and thence to 
the Country Club. This route measured 
16,000 feet and it would cost $18,000 to lay 
a l2-inch pipe that distance. The other 
route would follow the Skinker rd., begin- 
ning at its intersection with Bonhomme rd. 
to its intersection with the Clayton and 
Forest Park bl., thence along the boule- 
vard to the clubbioouse, which would also 
require 16,000 feet of pipe and an additional 
2800 feet to Clayton, which would bring 
the cost of construction up to $21,000. To 
raise the necessary funds he suggested that 
a stock company be formed with a paid-up 
capital of $22.00. 

Mr. P. C. Scanian acquainted the meet- 
ing with the cost of water furnished to 
the consumers in St. Louis; namely, at the 
rate of 3 cents per 1000 per day, 2% cents 
for 200, 1% cents for 5000 to 10,00, 11-3 cents 
for 10,00 to 2,000, and 1% cents for 25,000 
gallons. 

Judge J. B. Greersfelder of Clayton sug- 
gested that Judge Boyle to ahead and form 
a water company and take cortracts from 
the property holhiers in the district to sup- 
ply them with water. If they did this the 
company would be assured of an immedi- 
ate income. 

Judge A. J. Shcres, another Clayton 
property owner, thought the County Court 
would subscribe liberally for the stock of 
the water company, as they were now pay- 
ing $10 a month for water which could 
only be used for washing and scrubbing. 

Judge Boyle said the Country Club would 
be willing to raise one-third of the re- 
quired amount if Clayton and the other 
tefritory comprised in the estimate would 
raise the other two-thirds. 

To get the subject on a business footing 
the informal mecting was changed to a 
formal one, with Judge Boyle as chairman 
and Dan Dosenbach of Clayton as secre- 
tary. A motion by Judge Shores that the 
Chair appoint a committee to canvass the 
territory for stock was carried and Albert 
Heege, Dan Dosenbach and Judge A. J.

DRAWS FROM SACRED HEART. |

HAD BEEN THERE TEN YEARS. 


She Was Formerly Prominent in St. 
Louis Society—Now in Retreat in 
Visitation Convent at Cabanne. 


Miss Lulu Anderson, or Mme. Anderson, 
as she was known in her religious profes- 
sion, has left the congregation of the Sa- 
cred heart after 10 years of sacrifice and 
self-denial in that community. 

The announcement will cause surprise in 
religious and social circles. In the former, 
because it is most unusual for a religeuse 
to retire after having taken the final vows, 
and among society, whose pleasures she 
eschewed under romantic circumstances 
for a life of prayer and devotion. Lack of 


a religious vocation is the only reason as- 
signed. for the young woman's action, 
Miss Anderson was graduated from the 
Visitation Convent in 1887. At that time 
her home was in Carlyle, Il. Her father 
was a prominent merchant in the Prairie 
State. He died many years ago, gnd upon 
the death of her mother the family re- 


moved to St. Louts. 

Shortly afterward Miss Anderson's old- 
est sister joined a Catholic order. A 
younger sister, Miss Winnie, died a few 
years ago. 

The warm attachments formed among 
her sister scholars at. the Visitation 
Academy led Miss Lulu to pass most of 
her time in St. Louis, where she stopped 
with relatives. Upon the completion of 
her studies she made her debut in city 
society. 

Pretty, charming and accomplished she 
soon became a general favorite in her set. 
At each function her popularity increased. 
Her musical talents were of,a high order 
and brought her into demand everywhere. 
Her beauty and vivacious manners at- 
tracted a score of admirers. But to all 
but one she turned a deaf ear. 

The object of her affection was young, 
handsome, prosperous and in command of a 
fine income. He is still living in St. Louis. 

He proposed and was accepted. The en- 
gagement ring was given. In a brief time, 
without an explanation, Miss Anderson re- 
ceived word from her fiance that he had 
decided not to marry her. The letter was 
brief, and unfeeling. The engagement was 
broken off. 

Too proud to ask the reason, Miss An- 
derson returned the ring without delay, but 
there were rents in her young heart. She 
was overcome with grief. Her disappoint- 
ment was bitter. And when later she 
learned that the man who had plighted his 
love to her had become the husband of an- 
other. her feelings were weighted doubly 
with sadness. Miss Anderson was forgotten 
for a wealthy girl, a member of one of the 
most aristocratic families in St. Louis, 

To the consolation of her religion Miss 
Anderson turned for relief. Soon she re- 
solved to forget her unhappiness and 
sooth her heartaches in the church. She 
communicated her intention to several in- 
timate friends. They tried to dissuade her, 
but without success. She was enrolled as 
a novice in the Sacred Heart Convent, 
California av. and Meramec st. She took 
the black veil two years later and was as- 
signed to teaching. 

Subsequently she made the customary 
vows of poverty, chastity and obedience; 
They are commonly known a6 perpetual 
vows. but ecclesiastics say they can be sus- 
pended at the will of the Mother Superior.

Almost from the inception of her sacred 
eareer Madame Anderson felt that she was 
not chosen for it. But With the graces 
and blessings of the Catholic faith she 
persevered.

Despite the 
untoward circumstances that have beset 
her young life, she is still a beautiful 
woman. &he is under 3 years old.

An executive session of the Board of DIi- 
rectors of the St. Louis Brewery Associa- 
tion was held yesterday, and a rigid in- 
quiry instituted by that corporation to as- 
certain if any of their drummers had been 
profiting by the laxity in the Excise Com- 
missioner’s office. » 

The first intimation the breweries had of 
the nefarious practice wasthe printed report 
of the testimony before the Major Commit- 
tee, 

‘The plan that has been in operation was 
for brewery drummers to take out saloon 
licenses for new customers. Those who per- 
petrated frauds would delay the matter un- 
til the man requiring the license had been 
in business a month or more. They would 
then take out a license for a six months’ 
term minus the time the saloon had been 
open, and change the saloon keeper the full 
amount for a term of six months. They 
would be given a check for that by the 
brewery, and somebody got the difference. 

It was shown by the testimony yesterday 
that several checks of this. kind for a 
greater sum than the amount of the l- 
censes they were to pay for had been re- 
céived at the office of Collector Wenneker 
and that the difference had been paid to 
the drummers, who presented the checks, 
in cash, 

Eight cases where the State and city 
had been defrauded out of about $50, were 
brought out during the past week. 


Thea banking accounts of Excise Com- 
missioner Higgins, being the record of the 
disposition of his enormous fees, were ex- 
amined by the committee in executive ses- 
sion at the Laclede Hotel yesterday after- 
noon. Nothing as to the findings was given 
out for publication. Higgins will be placed 
on the stand to-morrow to testify as to the 
affairs of his office. 


The date for the beginning of the recess 
has not been determined by the committee. 
It is the desire of the members to take a 
recess of two weeks or more to take care 
of their respective bills before the Legisla- 
ture and have the life of the committee ex- 
tended beyond the adjournment of the Leg- 
islature. This can only be dane by a Dill 
providing for such a procedure.

As a matter of fact, the prairie re- 
gions of Indiana, Illinois and Missouri are 
not so rich in romance as the South or tne 
far West. nor so productive of types as 
New Pngiand. This part of the United 
States developed too rapidly for the crea- 
tion of recognizable and enduring types, 
such as are found in the East and in the 
South, and too slowly for the rendezvousing 
of a picturesque, cosmopolitan heteroge- 
neous community, such as California has. 
We are eminently respectable and soiid 
people, we of the flat country of the Middle 
West, but we do not yield good material 
for the novelist or dramatist. We are too 
young for mutton and too old for lamb. 
Every now and then some enterprising 
and practical iconoclast comes along and 
sticks a pin in a bubble that theater man- 
agers have been pointing out as a thing to 
be worshipped. Take the matter of scenic 
productions. Not many seasons ago the 
managers and the critics and the publio 
went into ecstasies over productions. If 
the curtain rose on a scene that was botn 
realistic and beautiful everybody drew a 
long breath and murmured, “Alb! Isn't it 
lovely!" The managers made a handsome 
production an excuse for raising prices and 
the public accepted it, for was it not an- 
nounced that thousands of dollars were 
spent for scenery and costumes! 

But presto! Comes now the latter-day 
stock company manager and produces a 
costume play in quite as superb a style 
as that in which it was shown by the 
much-vaunted New York companies, and 
not only gives it to the public at popular 
prices, but runs it only a Week, then puts 
on something equally good. 

If a production such as was seen at the 
Grand Opera House last week or at the 
Imperial the week before had been sent 
out of New York five years ago the genial 
press agent would have written columns 
about the lavish expenditure for scenery 
and costumes, and would have grieved if 
the critics had not devoted space to de- 
scribing them. 


How do the managers of the popular- 
price houses do it? 

Listen, children! They keep men em. 
ployed to paint scenery and they rent the 
costumes and indestructible’ properties 
from New York dealers who make a spe- 
clalty of such things. It is as easy as 
hiring a dress coat. 

A few years ago Margaret Mather pro- 
duced “Cymbeline”’ and the principal ad- 
vertisement it had was that she spent 
$0,000 on it before the curtain rose. If 
either Manager Giffin or Manager Gum- 
pertz belleved that the receipts for a du- 
plicate of the Mather production would 
draw $6000 in one week he would present it 
to the St. Louis public before the end of 
March. 

So much for talk about $40,000 produc 
tions.

But the Labor party has nowhere exerted 
itself with more striking effect than in 
the towns of the County of Kerry—proudly 
styled by its inhabitants the “Kingdom of 
Kerry.” The fact that any of the old order 
sit on the District Boards of Tralee, Kil- 
larney and Listowel is due to the forebear- 
ance of the Laborites, who condescended 
not to wipe them out altogether. 

In Tralee (population 10,000) four direct 
representatives of labor have got into the 
District Council. They are all men well 
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and honorably known in the town. 
Rael, a carpenter, a good-looking 
widower, was boomed by the women voters, 
as he is a favorite vocalist at local con- 
certs. 

Jeremiah (Brosman is described on the 
eheet as a laborer, but is also, nevertheless, 
a voluntary teacher of Irish in the Tralee 
Gaelic Society, and is versed in Irish 
archaeology.

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SUCCESSOR AS 


HEN LEO XILI.. dies the sacred 

college of cardinals of the Ro- 

man Catholic Church will elect a 

new Pope. A successor to Leo will be 

chosen by the cardinals from among them- 

selves. They are the chosen assistants and 

advisers of the sovereign pontiff and con- 

stitute the supreme council, or senate, of 
the church. 

The cardinalate ie made up of the orders 
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—bishops, priests and deacons. The six 
cardinal bishops are always bishops and 
have their origin from the several sees of 
the church in the vicinity of Rome. The 
cardinal priests are generally archbishops 
or bishops, and the cardinal deacons are 
generally priests. The first cardinal bishop 
is dean, the first of the priests first priest, 
and the first of the deacons first deacon 
of the sacred college. The new Pope is 
crowned by the dean and proclaimed by 
the first deacon. 

There is no more solemn and imposing 
process than the selection of a Pontiff for 
the throne of St. Peter. When it is certain 
that the Pope will die all the cardinals in 
Rome at the time gather at the bedside, 
and, Kneeling, await the end, The sacristan 
bishop administers the viaticum, and the 
extreme unction; the grand penitentiary 
gives absolution; the penitential psalms are 
intoned; the sacristan bishop pronounces 
the consecrated formula; the dying Pope, 
if he has the strength, gives his benediction 
to the assembly, and nymne for the dead 
are chanted till the last. Then the camer- 
lingo makes official record of the death by 
striking three light blows upon the dead 
man’s head with a silver hammer and 
thrice calling his Christian name. In 1873, 
when the dead Pope was Pius IX., the 
camerlingo, Cardinal Pecci, struck the 
blows, called ‘“‘“Giovann!! Giovanni! Giovan- 
ni!’ and then turned to the assembly 
with: ““The Pope is really dead.” There- 
upon, while the assembly remainge kneeling, 
the camerlingo intones the “De Profundis.” 
Then the master of the chambers, remov- 
ing from the dead Pope's fingers the fisher- 
mans ring, handg it to the camerlingo In 
token of the temporary transfer of the au- 
thority of the Holy See; and this rimg. at 
the first plenary meeting of the Sacred Col- 
lege, is taken with the seal and other in- 
signia of office of the late Pope, and broken 
up and destroyed, Sovereignty for the time 
is in the hands of the Sacred College 

When the body of the Pope has been 
prepared for burial and masses have been 
said over itin the presence of the Cardinals. 
it is taken to St. Peter's, where it lies in 
State nine days. The public funeral takes 
place on the ninth day. It fa a pageant 
of solemn grandeur. The body is placed 
in a receiving vault, and it remains there 
until the next Pope dies, when it is finally 
given a place in the crypt of St. Peter's. 
During the nine days of mourning the 
Cardinals, their numbers much increased 
by new arrivals, renew their oath of, al- 
legiance to the holy see and hold daily con- 
ferences. These are presided over by the 
camerlingo, and the day after the funeral 
all i ready fur the conclave. at which a 
new ‘Pope will be chosen. ese sessions 
must be held, if possible, where the late 
Pope died, and for this reason the con- 
clave which will select a successor to Leo 
will meet in the Vatican, tn the conclave 
hall, of which will in due time be erected 
cels in which each cardinal. with two at- 
tendants who must have mn members 
of the household for two montha, remains 
in isolation from the world without until 
a new Pope is chosen. Cardinal 
selects his cell by lot and cannot change it. 
There are 79 members in the sacred college, 
and one-half plus one-thirty-sixth of these 
js necessary, by a code of procedure drawn 
up in 1878 by Leo and Pius, for a quorum. 
This conveys, however, an inaequate con- 
ception of the extent of the sacred col- 
lege, for with all the members present, 
with the master of ceremonies, secretary, 


confessor, physician. barbers and serving 
men, the personnel of a conclave numbers 
more than 200 souls. 

The formal opening of the conclave I! 
preceded by the celebration of the mass 
of the Holy Ghost and the delivery by 
some eminent prelate of a service fitting 
the occasion. When this service ends there 
ia formed in front of the church in which 
it is held a procession for the march of the 
Vatican. The master of ceremonies, bear-

' Wer figure has changed amazingly. She 
has been taught to walk properly and 
gracefully. She has learned how to hold 
her head.

and the factory that is grinding 1000 tons 
of sugar cane per day obtains about 10 
tons of woody diber as fuel from this refuse. 
The cane grows from 10'to 12 feet in length 
in the United Gtates and from 12 to 16 
feet in length in tropical countries. The 
harvest in the United States begins in the 
first part of October, and ends generally 
the middle of January. An early freeze in 
November very often destroys the latter 
part of the crop entirely. If such cane is 
touched by frost it is immediately cut down 
and put in the furrows, which process is 
known on the plantations as windrowing. 
The greén tops are cut off with a knife 
and the cane itself is stripped of leaves and 
then cut down very low to the ground, 
making a etalk of about 6to 8 feet to be 
carted to the sugar house. The stubble 
crop starts out next spring from the eyes 
of the remaining mother stalk in the 
ground.

In the tropical countries the cropping 
pends upon topographical and climatic 
ditions, and begins in some countries as 
early as November and in others late 
as January, and lasts until the rainy sum- 
mer season. In Cuba it lasts to May and 
to different months in other countries 


Sugar cane is planted in furrows placed 
from 4 to 6 feet apart in the tropics 
about 8 feet apart in the United States. 

The juice from the sugar cane is ex- 
tracted by the means of a set of mammoth 
cast iron rollers about 6 feet long and 
about 4 feet in dlameter. The juice, after it 
passes from these rollers, is heated in tanks 
provided with steam coils to the boiling 
point. In these tanks lime is added to 
the boiling juice by which process all the 
impurities and albuminous substances are 
precipitated to the bottom of the tank. 
The clear juice is drawn off into vacuum 
pan evaporators, and after evaporated to 
the proper density ready for crystalization 
it is called syrup. 

The precipitated impurities in the clarify- 
Ing tanks are filtered through a filter 
press, which is an apparatus made of cast 
Iron plates, between which are placed fil- 
tering cloths, which catch all the solid 
impurities in the shape of spauce cakes.

The beet sugar industry found its strong- 
est promoter in Napoleon the Great, ard 
is now manufactured all over Murope, pro- 
ducing fully one-half of the world's supply 
of sugar. When the English blockaded the 
sugar producing ports so that Napoleon 
could not obtain any sugar for his people 
his chemists found that the sugar beet 
contained 3 per cent of exactly the same 
chemical sugar as cane sugar. He im- 
mediately started these chemists to work 
and by proper attention to cultivation, 
fertilizing, grafting and all available 
scientific methods they shortiy produced 
the sugar beet that contained 10 per cent 
of the crystalizable sugar which made the 
profitable production of the beet sugar on 
a manufacturing sc possib'te. This im- 
provement continued from to year, 
until to-day the beet sugar industry of Eu- 
rope is the most formidable competitor of 
the tropical cane sugar industry. The 
United States have, during the last 
years, used 70 per cent of all the 
consumed from that source. After the 
sugar is refined in the PBastern refineries 
no one can even discover if his grocer is 
selling him beet or cane sugar for 
table use, so perfectly uniform are the two 
sugars. In the United States the beet 
sugar has found a good start in California, 
New ‘Mexico, Utah and Nebraska, and-the 
Dingley bill has given it a new start in 
life, and a half a dozen very large fac- 
tories are now in process of construction 
in these sections, while Michigan, severat 
Eastern States and some of the middle 
States are beginning to follow the West- 
ern example. 

The sugar beet is planted annually, be- 
ing reproduced from steel which drilled 
into the furrow by a drill built for that 
purpose. The seed is produced from 
specially selected beets, which are known 
under the name of mother beets, and are 
cultivated with special care on seed farms 
that make ‘it their’ business to produce a 
sugar beet with a large amount of sugar 
in it. 

The sugar beet contains from 10 to Ii4 
per cent of sugar, or as much as the cane 
of Louisiana. One acre of beets will pro- 
duce 10 to 15 tons of beets, according (to 
soil, climate and fertilization. A ton of 
beets will produce from 180 to 200 pounds 
of sugar. The process of manu- 
facturing the beet sugar into a com- 
mercial article is practically the same as 
that of cane sugar, with the exception of 
the extracting of the juice from the beet. 
This t# done by slicing the beets very thin- 
ly. Jhese slices are placed by elevators 
into @ sé@ries of iron tanks and the juice 
is extracted by hydraulic pressure. When 
this fricéas taken from these tanks, which 
are techmically known diffusion bat- 
teries, it umdergoes exactly the same 
process as the cane juice. The refuse re- 
mainimir in the diffusion tanks makes a 
very desirable cattle food, so much s0 
that the farmers of Europe would not sell 
their beets to a central sugar factory if 
the contract would not guarantee them the 
return of the refuse to feed their cattle.

Chicago ‘And 
have the two largest factories, con- 
suming 30,000 bushels per day for the 
two establishments. The name of the grape 
sugar has been adopted for this manufac- 
tured product because this sugar contains 
the same chemical component parts as are 
found in the grape when ripe. In order to 
produce grape sugar or glucose from the 
commercial corn, the starch is first ob- 
tained in the usual process, the same as 
common laundry starch. The starch is di- 
luted with water, then boiled to a flery 
high temperature under pressure while a 
smal percentage of sulphuric acid is be- 
ing added to the solution. This process 
takes place in a heavy copper tank, in or- 
der to neutralize this acid after it has per- 
formed its function of chemical transforma- 
tion of the starch into sugar. i. 
neutralized or absorbed by the addition of 
carbonate of lime on the form of common 
whiting marble dust. his chemical 
combination forming gypsum, which is pre- 
cipitated to the bottom of the tanks and as 
a great surplus of the carbonate of lime 
used there is no posnineiey of any trace 
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of the sulphuric acid remaining in the solu- 
tion. This liquid is then filtered over bone 
black for an additional safeguard to remove 
any and all traces of sulphuric acid and 
other impurities, and evaporated into a 
vacuum pan either into glucose or grape 
sugar. The largest use of glucose is made 
for the production of table syrup. Grape 
sugar is used most largely for the manu- 
facture of candy, vinegar and other tech- 
nical products. 

The total productién of sugar of the 
world can be placed at about 5,800,000 tons 
per year. Out of this 3,500,000 tons are pro- 
duced by the European beet sugar men. 
The remainder comes from the tropical 
cane. Almost every citizen of the United 
States is familiar with the fact that our 
consumption of foreign sugar amounts to 
over 1,500,000 tons. The import duty on this 
sugar yields our government a handsome 
revenue. Adding to this the home produc- 
tion of about 300,000 tons of the United 
States, we consume about 1,900,000 tons of 
sugar, and this, at about 5 cents per pound 
to the consumer, or at $10 per ton, 
amounts to $180,000,000 paid out for sugar 
by the people of the United States annually. 
This may be further illustrated by the 
following comparative figures: 

It required every pound of the wheat 
and flour exported by the United States 
during the fiscal year of 1896 to pay for the 
sugar imported. 

The total value of all live and dressed 
beef, beef products and lard exported dur- 
ing the year barely equaled the amount 
paid for imported sugar. 

Our immense export trade in cotton repr 


resents in value only twice as much as our 
imyports of sugar. 

Our vast exports of tobacco muet be 
magnified thrice to counterbalance our 
sugar imports. 

The barley, oats and rye, fruit and nuts, 
hops, vegetable oils, oleomargarine, but- 
ter and cheese, pork and hams .that were 
exported last year altogether represent in 
value only two-thirds of the sugar ime 
ported. 

Before the late war the United State@ 
controlled only our home production of 
about 300,000 tons of sugar, and, by treaty, 
the Hawaiian crop of 230,000 tons or a 
grand total of 530,000 tons of sugar; but. 
with Cuba, Porto Rico and the Philippine 
Islands under our commercial control, our 
influence of the world’s supply of this great 
staple will change entirely. 

In time of peace Cuba alone produces 
annually 1,200,000 tons. During the war 
this production was reduced to about 40,00 
tons. 

Porto Rico produced annually 60,000 tons, 
which was cut down during the war to #,- 
000 tons. ; 

The Philippine Islands produced about 
225,000 tons without material reduction dur- 
ing the war. 

We therofore can safely expect that these 
new colonies of ours will produce 1,500,000 
tons of sugar in the near future. This, 
with the 300,000 tons of the United States 
and the 230,000 tons irom Hawall, will give 
us control of over 3,000,000 tonsa of sugar, 
or over one-third of the total production of 
the world. :

“The whole question of foods, from the 
standpoint of the people, Is a chemical one, 
No one can escape this consideration. We 
Must deal essentially with the diet. 

“Foods must be chosen for the mainte- 
mance and for the demands of the individ- 
ual, for the bodily and physical vitality, 
and for their power to exert mental ac- 
tivity. 

“The choice of foods is largely a matter 
of habit, sentiment or caprice. 

“Fruits are invaluable as a food. They 
contain an adequate amount of a#h con- 
stituents. They are made up mainly of 
phosphoric acid, nitrogen and potash, 
Nearly every food contains a small amount 
of iron and fruits contain phosphate. 

“After having chosen the food, it is 
cooked to conserve the nutritious portions 
or to satisfy the demands of the palate. 

“Why cook foods at all? There are es- 
sentially three reasons: First: Food is 
coked to render it palatable. 

.\“Becond: Food must be coked to render 
it pre digestible or to render it better

“Food is desinfected by cooking, that is, 
the heat kills the germs and poisons. 

“In the matter of eggs. The white of af 
egg is much more digestible without cook- 
ing than it is after cooking, but few people 
like to eat a raw egg. The yolk, if hard- 
bolled, is exceedingly indigestible, while if 
cooked soft !t ls made more digestible. 

“Potatoes are cooked not only to bring 
about a change of palatability, but to bring 
about a chemical change by changing in- 
soluble starch to soluble. The action of 
heat in the presence of moisture changes 
the apparently indigestible to digestible. 
food. Therefore, potatoes are cooked so 8s 
to render them more nounrishing. 

“Potatoes should never be peeled and al- 
lowed to stand-in water, for the ash con- 
stituents are wasted. Even after standing 
in water they should not be cooked in the 
same water.”

IS THE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


HE St. Louls Boara of Education is 
{i the largest land owner in St. Louis. 
It owns city property, leased and oc- 
cupied for school purposes, with a front- 
a@ge of 22,668 feet: unleased city property 
With a frontage of 2124 feet, and 176.48 acres 
of undivided land. 
The city property of the board is greatly 
Deyond its needs. It has an aggregate 


frontage of six blocks, more than four and 
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One-haif miles, and, if t were continuous 
along Olive st., for instance, would reach 
from the river front out to Seventy-fourth 
et. The property in use for school purposes 
has a total frontage of 11,773 and is worth 
$648,783.14. It would reach out Olive et. 
from the river front to Grand av. The 
city property for which the board thas no 
use for school purposes, and which it 
leases, has a frontage of 10,895 feet, and is 
worth $1,121,2%.5. 1t is divided among 260 
lessees, and if continued along Olive st. 
would carry the line of school property 
from Grand av. at Thirty-s®&th st. out to 
Sixty-ninth st. The city property not used 
for schoo] purposes and unleased (unleased 
property being for the most part occupied 
by buildings from which the board collects 
rentals) has a frontage of 18% feet, and, 
if carried out Olive st. from the other 
Properties, would take the continuous line 
to Seventy-fourth st., with the 176.48 acres 
of undivided land in addition. 


The board has, upon the property used 
for school purposes, school buildings worth 
$4,008,817.29. Adding to this the $648,783.14 
Tor school lands in use for school purposes 
and the $1,121,293.55 for city property, 
which the board does nof need for school 
purposes and which is leased, the total 
Sives the board, exclusive of the 176.48 
acres of undivided land, and the 1504 feet 
of unleared city property, a wealth in St. 
property of $5,778,893.98, and in city 
land alone a wealth of $1,770,076.69. There is 
no individual, estate, concern or corpora- 
tion owning as much St. Louis property as 
this.

ernment 71 years ago, when Congress 
passed an act granting to the State of 
Missouri for school purposes the 16th sec- 
tion of every township. The original grant 
covered several hundred acres. At that 
time the city was very small, reaching no 
further west than Eighteenth st., and the 
land given by the Government for school 
purposes was, for the most part, west of 
the city. In after years, as the city grew 
richer and larger, and the school authori- 
ties became involved in numerous lawsuits 
over some of the land upon which old resi- 
dents held French and Spanish grants, in 
some instances these suits were lost, and 
tracts have from time to time been sold, 
leaving 176.48 acres of the original grant of 
several hundred acres. 

The board cannot sell this property and 
devote the money to new school buildings. 
It is compelled to anply all such moneys to 
a permanent fund known as the i6th sec- 
tion fund, and the board has access only 
to the income from this fund. The fund it- 
self must be invested, an&@ for this reason 
the board rents and leases its real estate, 
which is scattered through much of the 
city. The leases are almost all for a period 
of W years. The terms of the lease are 
fixed by two appraisers, one chosen by the 
board and the other by the lessee. Of the 
20) leases 22 will expire next year and 67 
in the next five years. There have- been 
complaints that the board is not realizing 
upon its property as much as it might. 
Treasurer Hammerstein considers that the 
board is doing as well with its property 
as private lessors are doing, and that if 
there is any advance in values they will 
be noted by the appraisers of the board as 
the new leases are made. 

In the list of unleased property is the 
Board of Education building property, of 
which the site is worth $143,123.98, and the 
building $397,786.10. The two top floors of 
this building are occupied by the Public 
Livrary, which pays an annual rental of 
$5000. The real estate of the St. Louis 
Board of Education, it may be seen in these 
figures, a considerable and immensely 
valuable possession.

When the Czar and (Czarina visited Paris 
in 1896, the gifted Paris correspondent of 
London Truth thus described him: 

“The Czar has just body enough to main- 
tain and sheathe a high-strung nervous 
system. * * * The Czar's impressionable 
nerves are seldom ‘without the curb. Buf 
he cannot when stirred prevent the nervous 
centers suddenly drawing to themselves 
all the blood in his body; this makes his 
pallor striking and brings on a state that 
ought to, but does not, make him quiver al] 
over like a strongly excited thoroughbred 
horse. ‘Doctors might say from this that 
he is a ‘case.’ He is not. One detects no 
morbidness.”’

N the great downtown beehives which

The Christian Scientist who 
passes that way knows that they are there 
to counsel with the distressed, to advise 
the perplexed, to enlighten those who 
grope in darkness, and to invoke the ex- 
ercise of divine power in the healing of 
the body of its afflictions. 

Inside there are two rooms, @ daintily 
furnished reception room, where all are 
welcome to come and read the Christian 
Science literature which always lies on 
the table or converse or just simply rest, 
and a smaller room in which Mr. Log- 
wood receives those who are in trouble 
or distress, mental or physical, and brings 
to their aid and comfort the skill of the 
metaphysician. 

Mr. Logwood is a graduate in metaphys- 
ies and a Christian Science practitioner. 
For a year he has had a ‘Christian Sci- 
ence room” in connection with his busi- 
ness offices in the Fullerton Building. Be- 
fore that he had a “Christian Science 
room” in the Roe Building. The room Is 
still kept in connection with the business 
offices in the Fullerton Building, where 
Mr. Logwood's associates, neafly all of 
whom are Christian Scientists, are always 
ready to advise and pray with people who 


are in distress. 

But Mr. Logwood found that so many 
people were coming to him to have him 
help them unload their burden that he 
would have to have a separate office in 
which to receive them, and a couple of 
weeks ago he opened the offices. in the 
Century Building. 

There is also a Christian Science retreat 
in the Security Building, which is in 
charge of G. W. Kurtzeborn. Other offices 
are to be opened in all of the office Dbuild- 
ings.

The Christian Science practitioners are 
physicians who use no medicines.

Such carelessness is a 
which in most cases results in great suf- 
fering to those who are guilty of it. Catarrh 
is one of the most disagrceable afflictions 
that can befall any person. Death from it 
is comparatively infrequent, but as it pro- 
Eresses it produces sufferings that death 
itself would not bring to the patient. If 
allowed to continue it impairs and in many 
Cases complctely destroys the hearing. 

Catarrh is difficult to control .after it 
has developed into a pronounced case.. If 
it is checked then it ‘will cost the patient 
a great deal of money. But there is no 
excuse for allowing,a case to develop to 
that extent. As as symptoms of ca- 
tarrh appear a physician should be con- 
sulted. He will be able to give medicines 
and other treatments that will produce a 
complete cure while the disease is in that 
stage. It is a matter so serious that it 
will not admit of delay. No wise man will 
play with catarrh.

HPRE is not a médical book in the 
7 world that analyze a sneeze. It is 
usually referred to as “‘a nasal re- 
flex"’ and dismissed in two lines. Every 
kind of a cough known to mankind has 
been duly catalogued and prescribed for: 
yet a sneeze is far more exhausting than 
any ordinary cough. 


It seems to be this view of the case 
which has induced Dr. James B. Ball, 
physician in @harge of the .throat depart- 
ment of the West ‘London Hospital, to 
make a special study of sneezing. After 
years of research he has communicated the 
results to the London Lancet, and has 
thereby given students of throat and nasa 
complaints something to think about and 
enriched medical literature in a needed di- 
rection. 


The occasional, or retail, sneeze does not 
interest Dr. Ball very much. ‘Wholesale 
sneezes are his specialty. The single sneeze 
igs looked upon as merely an effort of nature 
to clear the olfactory tract quickly, and, 
in the opinion of Dr. Ball, it does not be- 
come a serious affection untif it becomes 
paroxysmal. 


With the thoroughness of an anatomist 
Dr. Ball has gone into the whole subjec® 
of sneezing, and has made some extraor- 
dinary and novel discoveries. For instange, 
he says that he has no doubt whatever that 
paroxysmal sneezing hereditary. Vir- 
chow, in one of his recent lectures to the 
Students at the Charing Cross Hospital, 
declared that the primal cell contained all 
those elements which determined heredity. 
As Dr. Ball's discovery that sneezing was 
hereditary had not then been announced, 
Prof. Virchow’'s cell may have to be en- 
larged to permit of a sneezing extensior..

Neurasthenia, which is the scientific term 
for nervous exhaustion, and sneezing are 
very closely allied, says Dr. Ball. In fact, 
he says that any one who is subject to 
paroxysmal sneezing is necessarily a highly 
nervous subject. In that category he in- 
cludes those who suffer from hay fever. 
Dr. Ball says, practically, that he does 
not believe there is any such definite com- 
plaint as hay fever. He says it is an un- 
doubted fact that. many -persons nearly 
sneeze their heads off during the hay-mak- 
ing season, but that careful investigation 
has caused him to decide that they sneeze 
nearly as much at other times of the year. 

Dr. Ball says that he has tried nearly 
everything in the pharmacopoeia to controf 
paroxysmal sneezing. Admitting the 
neurasthenic element in cases of sneezing, 
Dr. ll says that he “prescribed all the

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gives in such cases,"’ but, he adds, he has 
never seen a cure. 

Thus Dr. Ball arrives at the most start- 
ling point of his paper, which is the dec- 
laration that sneezing is virtually a surgical 
disease and must be treated by the Knife 
and saw. According to Dr. Ball, there ex- 
ists in the nose of every person afflicted 
with paroxysmal sneezing a _ veritable 
‘sneeze bone.’ When this bone re- 
moved, either by the saw, chisel or knife, 
a cure results. Odeasionally, Dr. (Ball says, 
he has been able to relieve patients by 
burning away, with the thermo-cautery, 
excessively sensitive spots in the mue ous 
membrane of the nose, or for the destruc- 
tion of a superficial nerve, but he says that 
this sort of treatment is merely palliative 
and seldom effects a cure.

Next day she brought him a record of 239 
sneezes without an interval, and of 72 more 
that came after five minutes’ rest. On. 
another night, the doctor says, a patient 
sneezed 24 times without stopping. 

The number of handkerchiefs used is 
also mentioned as a measure of the trouble. 
One case used 30 and 40 handkerchiefs a 
week, while another needed 13 a day. 

Such cases as these, Dr. Ball says, can 
only. be cured by heroic measures. “To 
effect a permanent cure,’’ he says, “radical 
treatment is essential. When spurs or! 
crests of dither bonhe or cartilage project 
from the septum against the turbinals they 
must be sawed off.” 

The septum is the dividing bones between 
the nostrils. .The turbinals, or turbinated 
bones, are situated one on each side of 
the outer wall of the nostril. Each con- 
sists of a layer of thin, spongy bone, curled 
upon itself like a scroll, hénce its name. 

‘“Deflections of the septum must be so 
treated,”’ continues the oupert on sneezes, 


“that the passage shall be left free for 
the turbinals prevented. 

“For this purpose the turbinals them- 
selves may have to he partly or wholly 
removed. In many cases this is the only 
Plan to adopt, and no theoretical consid- 
erations must be allowed to interfere with 
this procedure if the patient is to be re- 
lieved. 

“Out of 31 cases in which I was able to 
carry out this line of treatment only one 
case was unrelieved. There were % abso- 
lute cures. I have other cases which prom- 
ise equally well, but as a year has not 
elapsed, I prefer not to include them.” 

Dr. Ball admits that many patients are 
unwilling to undergo the operation neces- 
sary to accomplish a complete cure, and 
with these he is obliged to resort’ to 
medicinal treatment. “I have frequently 
Seen considerable relief as the result of 
@rugs, but anything which could be called 
a cure—any case in which drugs could be 
left off and permanent freedom from 
Symptoms be anticipated—I unfortunately 
have not seen. Few complaints have had 
more remedies vaunted for their relief. The 
internal remedies which I believe to be 
most often useful are quinine, belladonna, 
arsenic and iodide of potassium, but I con- 
fess I know of no reliable indication for 
giving preference to one or other of these 
drugs in particular cases. 

“One patient always sneezed after meals, 
Some patients were always worse in Lon- 
don and some were worse in the country}; 
some were worse in winter and some were 
worse in summer. Most patients were af- 
fected by going into bright sunshine. Dust 
is the most frequently mentioned cause; 
all kinds of dust, in and out door, some 
being affected more by one than the other. 
Change of temperature is often assigned as 
a cause, such as going into hot rooms or 
out into the cold. Hay and the pollen of 
plants is an exciting cause in many. But 
the idiosyncrasies of patients in respect 
of the exciting causes are, as we know, 
extraordinarily varied. In my notes I find 
specified such causes as tobacce smoke, thé 
atmosphere of the railway, roses, sweet 
peas, lilies, any kind of flowers, bird seed, 
linseed cake, furs and skins of animals, 
the proximity of a cat (especially a 
Persian), a cold bath, a hot bath, using 
soap for washing the face, brushing the 
hair, drinking’ cold water, the act of talk- 
ing and singing, violent exercise, etc.; but 
the ossible exciting causes are innu- 
merable and the foregoing list could be 
added to indefinitely from the experience 
of patients of this class.’’

tradition through the run of centuries to 
the present. When did they originate, and 
where? Nobody knows. History reveals 
them to us here and ‘there, a little every- 
where, often times very aimilar in regions 
most distant from éach other, and in every 
country commanding a superstitious re- 
gard. 

Are these remédies “efficacious? Learned 
people say, no; but plain people have faith 
in most of them. 

tut what are the factsthat reveal them- 
selves to us? According to the believers, 
these remedies act infallfbly, and indeed, 
it frequently happens that a cure results 
from their use. But is it “because’’ of their 
virtues, or “in spite of” their inefficacy? 
As a rule the learned fail to go to the 
trouble of investigating, and therein they 
are wrong. Let us not despise the good 
“old Woman” as long as we have not ac- 
quired a demonstrated and positive proof 
of her ignorance or of the uselessness of 
her remedies, 

In the treatment of hydrophobia, for in- 
stance, the following is an “old woman's” 
remedy, coming down from who knows 
what antiquity? It is claimed even, that 
it was practiced by the ancient Egyptians: 
“Kill the dog, take some of its marrow and 
rub it to a smooth pasty state. Apply the 
marrow thus prepared to the skin of the en- 
tire body of the bitten person. Now take 
the dog’s liver and make the patient eat it 
raw.” 

We do not know that anybody was ever 
cured of hydrophobia by this remedy. In 
all human probability it fs as useless as it 
is absurd. It is nevertheless interesting to 
observe that it was precisely in the mar- 
row of rabid animals that Pasteur discov- 
ered the vaccine (if we may use the word) 
of hpdrophobia, and. very recently a for- 
eign physiologist claims to have isolated 
from the liver of rabid animals an anti- 
toxin which has since proven efficacious in 
the treatment of rabies. 

The Egyptian priesthood (who were also 
the physicians of the people), as is well 
known, preserved all knowledge of the na- 
ture and methods of preparation of thelr 
remejies inviolably secret, known only to 
the priestly order. Can it be that they an- 
ticipated Pasteur’s discovery, and that the 
“old woman's’ remedy is a perverted tra- 
dition of their real method of procedure? 
They were very wise men in some respects 
and are known to have anticipated many 
of our modern discoveries, and it may well 
be that this is one of them,

The ‘old woman” 
is here triumphant, while Dr. Frantzius is 
trying to explain the effectiveness of the 
rabid animal's bile by supposing that, un- 
der influence of the disease, the liver pro- 
duces an anti-toxin not to be found in 
sound animals. Will the bile of rabid 
brutes ever be introduced into human 
therepeutics? The question will certainly 
be decided whenever the same will have 
been more closely investigated. 

The “old woman” also very strongly be- 
lieves in the beneficial influence of the “‘in- 
sides’’ of brutes—and this belief is almost 
universal. The National Druggist told, 
some time ago, on the authority of a 
traveler in French Guiana, how the irvhabi- 


‘tants are in the habit of curfhg venomous 


snakes’ bites by means of a powder com- 
posed of dried liver and bile of snakes. 


The traveler received this kind of treat-— 


ment once, and declares it to be an excel- 
lent one. Having since been bitten several 
times by most venomous snakes, he exper- 
jenced no trouble, whatever, in conse- 
quence, which fact would go to prove this 
remedy to be a preventative as well as a 
prophylactic one. Another race make use, 
in a similar way, of snake bile, which pos- 
segses a remarkable efficaciousness. In 
Africa, the venom of even a different 
species is often used, but the viscera and 
liver are mostly employed. 

“T had to go and fetch some scorpion of) 
for M. du Monstier, my colleague,” says 
another traveler, in one of his letters. 
This scorpion oil was, and is still, cur- 
rently made by macerating scorpions in 
oil, which preparation has the reputation 
of curing the wounds—very painful ones, 
by the way—inflicted by those small 
animals. 

Another way of proceeding is to crush 
the scorpions into a pulp which is applied 


to the wound as a poultice. This latter is | 


quite an ancient custom, and was yet cur- 
rently made use of in the last century. Dr, 
Lesser, in his ‘Insect Therapeutics,” men- 
tions the same, citing among others: 
‘“Snaker, soorpions, tarantulas, and var- 
fous other polzonous insects, provided they 
were crushed.”’ 

According to Mr. Larden, ecorplon of] is 
quite frequently used in Switzerland and 
in Italy. Italians are sald to import every 
year quantities of scorpion ofl, which is 
then retailed for the treatment of veno- 
mous stings. About ten scorpions are 
thrown alive into a pint of nut or olive oil, 
where they are left to macerate from 12 
to 2% hours, by which time they are dead 
and taken out.

covered is one of the Philippine group, and 

is the second island east of Panay, of 
which Tlotlo is the principal city. Its ex- 
treme length is 135 miles; extreme width, 
, $0 miles. It contains 2413 square miles. The 
name, which was originally Sogbu, Is 
otherwise written as Sebu and Zebu. The 
inhabitants are of.the Malay breed, closely 
resembling the Tagals on the Island of 

Luzon, but they are more sociable in dispo- 
‘sition. This trait is marred, however, by 

a desire for strong drink. In the hills are 
a people who are supposed to be pure- 
_ blooded descendants of the original inhab- 
jtants. the Negritos, but the number is in- 
considerable and they seem to be dying out, 

Cebu was discovered by (Magellan in 1521, 
About this time, efter the epirit of navi- 
gation had been 80 greatly accelerated by 
the discoveries of Columbus, Ferdinand Ma- 
already known to fame as a ™a- 
riner, set forth on a voyage of discovery 
with a magnificent expedition fitted out by 
the crown of Spain. He sailed for the south. 
weet seas and on Oct. 21, 1620, discovered 
the straite at the southern point of South 
America, which are’still known by his 
name. 

Continuing from there 
a@cross the unexplored region of the South- 
ern Pacific ocean, and finally, after many 
hardships and perilous adventures, landed 
eat what is now called the Island of Guam, 
which the United States took possession of 
a few months ago and now holds as a coal- 
ing station. It is a member of the Ladrone 
group, several hundred miles east of the 
Philippines. 

This discovery was made ‘March 9, 1621. 
(Magellan called them the Robber Islands, 
on account of the characteristics of the 
natives. iAfter securing supplies there he 
pursued a course to the southwest and ina 
few days landed at a small island in the 
southern portion of the Philippine Archi- 
pelago. For a month he cruised around 
among the group, making friends with the 
natives and securing fresh supplies, and on 
Sunday, April 7, his fleet entered a bay on 
the Island of Cebu. 


Even at that time, incredible as it may 
seem, these people had many prosperous 
towns and villages, with evidences of civ- 
flization. They had measures of capacity 
and knew the value of weights. The 
scales they used were identical in prin- 
ciple with those in use to-day. 


Magellan was a religious zealot, as well 
as the first circumnavigator of the globe, 
and the first thing he did was to convert 
the King of Cebu to Christianity. He gave 
up his idols and was publicly baptized on 
the Sunday following Magellan’s advent 
in his domain. This was followed a few 
days later by the baptism of the Queen and 
several hundred subjects. Many natives 
from adjacent islands also embraced the 
Catholic faith. All this was accomplished 
without a suggestion.of rupture between 
the authority of the native ruler and that 
of the King of Spain, and Magellan at 
once set about strengthening the power of 
the King of Cebu, this being the diplo- 
matic means of more firmly entrenching 
the Spanish forces. An agreement was en- 
tered into which guaranteed to Spanish 
subjects the exclusive right of “trading in 
the King’s dominions. 

Some of the lesser Kings in that vicin- 
ity were not disposed to obey the order of 
Magellan that they should be subservient 
to the King of Cebu. Magellan gave them 
the alternative of losing their heads. In 
order to impress them with the force of 
his words, he sent an expedition against 
the Island of Mactan, or Matan, burned 
his principal village and set up a cross 
among the smoking ashes. 

Having assumed that much of the white 
man’s burden, he thought his position safe: 
but Spanish power in the islands was des- 
tined to be broken as speedily as it had 
been established. 

In his “Life of Ferdinand Magellan” F. 
F. H. Guillemard, M. A., M. D., late lec- 
turer in geography at the University of 
Cambridge, gives the following account of 
the battle of Mactan and the death of Ma- 
gellan:

While he was meditating upon 
some method of revenge one of his chiefs, 
by name Zula, sent a small present to the 
Admiral, together with a secret message to 
the effect that if he did not give a more 
Suitable offering it was through no fault 
of his own, but rather from fear of the 
Rajah, adding that if Magellan would help 
him with a boat and a few men he would 
undertake to subdue his chief and hand 
over the island to the Spaniarde. 
“Upon receipt of the message Magellan 
at once resolved to take the affair in hand. 
, Although at first opposed to the enter- 
prise, the King of Sebu was anxious to as- 
sist him when he saw that he was deter- 
mined upon going. Joav Serrao, the cap- 
tains staunch adherent and right-hand 
man, the old and tried warrior of a hun- 
Gred Tights, was altogether against it. Not 
only wae nothing to be gained by it, he 
argued, but they had already lost a num- 
ber of men, and it would be unwise to leave 
the vessels as unprotected as they would 
be obliged to léave them, for the expedition 
needed a considerable force. But it wae 
in vain that he protested. Filled with re- 
ligious enthusiasm @t his success in Bebu, 
Magelian desired to push them further, 
until the whole archipelago should recog- 
mise the authority of Spain and be re- 
ceived into the bosom of the Catholic 
Church, Hie was one, moreover, to brook 
no opposition from an individual whom he 
regarded as a rebel rather than an enemy. 
Action with him followed close upon re- 
solve. Nothing, apparently, could ever 
make him reconsider a determination, and 
if he took counsel it was for form's sake 
enly, And eo Serrac’s words of caution

were put aside, and the expedition was 
prepared, At the last moment his officers 
besought him not to go in person. But 
he would not have been Magellan had he 
listened to them. Good shepherd as he 
was, writes Pigafetta, he refused to desert 
his flock. 

“At midnight on Friday, April 26, all was 
ready and the expedition left Sebu. The 
Spaniards numbered 60 men all told. The 
Rajah of Sebu, the prince, a number of the 
chiefs and a force of about a thousand 
men accompanied them in a fleet of 20 
or 30 war canoes. The Europeans had three 
boats only. The little island of Mactan is 
close to Sebu, forming, in fact, ite Harbor, 
and the spot chosen for landing was prob- 
ably not more than four or five miles dis- 
tant from the flee& It was reached three 
hours before daylight. No attempt was 
made to surprise and carry the town. The 
captain desired to try persuasion before 
force. Few men, probably, loved the din of 
battle more dearly than did he, or joined 
with more readiness in a desperate under- 
taking. But here the affair seemed mere 
child's play, and he probanply did not think 
it possible that any number of naked sav- 
ages could be a match for the 6 armor- 
clad Europeans he brought against them. 
And so, with characteristic straightfor- 
wardness, he sent the Moorish trader to 
Silapulu, informing him that if he would 
submit and pay the trfbute no harm should 
be done to him, but if not ‘he would learn 
how our lances wounded.’ 

“The answer returned was defiant enough, 


ceiving their enemies. The King of Sebu 
also counseled waiting for daylight. When 
it arrived he begged the Captain-General 
to be allowed to lead the assault. With 
his thousand men and a few Spaniards to 
aid and inspire them, he declared the vic- 
tory to be certain. Magellan, it is needless 
to say, would not hear of it. He ordered 
his friend and ally to remain in the canoes 
with his men. He begged that they would 
look on and note how his men cduld fight. 

‘Owing to the coral reef surrounding 
Mactan, the boats from the fleet were un- 
able to approach the shore. So far off, in- 
deed, had they to remain that it was neces- 
sary to wade a ‘distance of two good cross- 
bow shots’ before the attacking party eet 
foot upon the beach. Of the 60 men the 
Captain-General and 48 landed. The other 
11 remained in the boats to guard them and 
to serve the bombards. 

“As they stepped ashore the dawn of the 
27th of April broke over the island. It was 
Saturday, a day specially chosen by the 
Admiral, as he had great veneration for 
it. Alas! for his choice. Alas! for the spec- 
tacle of prowess that he charged hie Sebu 
allies to watch. Of valor, indeed. there 
was enough and to spare, but ft availed 
nothing against the blunder he had made of 
under-estimating the strength of his op- 
ponents. From the moment of landing 
it became evident that a determined re- 
sistance would be made. Numbers of 


gardens by which they are usually sur- 
rounded, together with the thick bush 
which covers the uncultivated ground, “af- 
forded the best of cover to the islanders. 
Close fighting was impossible, and hence, 
while the Spaniards were hardly able to 
fire a shot with any certainty, they were 
exposed to a continuous and galling fire 
of spears and arrows. Showers of stones 
were also thrown, and though the men 
were well protected about the body by 
their corselets, it was not long before some 
of the missiles began to tell on their limbs. 
It eeems but few arquebusiers were of the 
party. Such as there were kept up a desul- 
tory fire with the crossbow men for some 
time, but to little effect, and the natives, 
seeing the comparative harmlessness of the 
European weapons grew emboldened. Ma- 
gellan, realizing that the ammunition was 
being wasted, shouted to his men to res 
serve their fire, but his orders were disre- 
earded in the confusion of the melee. 
“The attacking party was now getting 
so hard pressed that the Captain-General 
directed a small detachment to advance 
and set fire to a group of houses not far 
distant. The plan was not attended with 
the success he had desired. So infuriated 
were the islanders at the destruction of 
their property—for the wind, having aided 
the Spaniards, 2 or 30 of the houses were 
soon in flames—that they returned to the 
attack with redoubled energy, and, cutting

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leaving it there. But wishing to use his 


sword, he could only draw it half way 
from the sheath, on account of a spear 
wound he had received in his right arm. 
Seeing this, the enemy all rushed at him, 
and one of them with a long terzado, like 
a large scimitar, gave im @ heavy blow 
upon the left leg, which caused him to fall 
forward on his face. Then the Indians 
threw themselves upon him with an iron- 
pointed bamboo spears and scimitars, and 
every weapon that they had, and ran him 
through—our mirror, our light, our com- 
forter, our true guide—until they killed 
him. 

“While the Indians were closely press- 
ing him he several times turned round to- 
wards us to see if we were all in eafety, 
as if his obstinate resistance had no'‘other 
object than to give time for the retreat of 
his men. We fought with him to the last, 
and were covered with wounds, when we 
saw him fall, made for the boats, which 
were then on the point of pushing off. 
There perished with him eight ef our men 
and four of the Christian Indians. We 
had, besides, many wounded, among whom 
I count myeelf. The enemy lost only l 
men. 

“‘Ite died, but I trust that your Illus- 
trious Highness will not permit his mem- 
ory to be lost, the more so since I see born 
again in you the good qualities of so great 
a captain, one of his leading virtues being 
his constancy in the worst misfortune. At 
gea he endured hunger better than we. 
Greatly learned in nautical charts, he 
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that ‘if the Spaniards had lances so also 
had they, albeit only reeds and stakes 
hardened by fire; that they were ready for 
them, but they besought them that they 
would not ettack before morning, as they 
expected reinforcements at daylight.’ 
“The message, the most transparent of 
ruses, was of course recognized by Magel- 
lan as such. Profiting, no doubt, by their 
previous encounter, the natives had ditched 
and staked the town and had dug pitfalis. 
A night attack woul@ have been all in their 
favor, but they did not succeed im ée- 
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natives—varying, according to different ac- 
counts, from 1800 to 6000—surrounded them. 
Pigafetta, who was himself of the attack- 
ing party, records that tney were divided 
roughly into three bodie:, which one 
opposed their advance, while the others as- 
sailed them in flank. The Captain accord. 
ingly marshalled his men in two com- 
panies, as affording a means of better 
defense. It is;not now, and probably was 
not then, the custom in the Philippines to 
build the houses of a village in very close 
proximity to éach other, and the treees and 
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off some of the incendiary party, suc- 
ceeded in killing two of them, From this 
moment the issue of the day was prac- 
tically decided. Magellan, whose right leg 
had been pierced by an arrow, saw that 
further advance was impossible, and gave 
orders to retreat. In vain, however, did 
he command that the movement should be 
executed slowly and in order. Had his or- 
ders been carried out the result of the bat- 
tle might have been different. But the 
Spaniards, spoiled by facile victories, a 
reverse was attended with unknown ter- 
rors, and the greater part of them fled im- 
mediately in wild disorder. Six or eight 
only were left to support their gaYant com- 
mander in a steady retreat to the beach, 
surrounded by swarms of savages, who 
poured in a heavy fire of arrows and spears 
upon the courageous little band. So heavy 
was it, says Pigafetta, who stayed by his 
beloved Captain to the last, that we could 
hardiy offer any resistance. Then the 
water's edge was gained, but no aid could 
be obtained from the bwats. Their dis- 
tance from the fight was so great that it 
was useless to bring the bombards into ac- 
tion, and friend 60 mixed with foe that 
even had they been within range it would 
have been impossible. And so, fighting 
hand to hand, and step by step retreating, 
the coral reef wae traversed, until] they 
were distant a bowshot from the shore, 
and the water reached their knees. 


“Then the end came. The natives, con- 
fident in their numbers, and caring little 
for the weapons of the Europeans, pressed 
them still harder. Twice the Captain lost 
his helmet, and a little Jater received a 
spear wound in his right arm. The island- 
ers recognized his rank, and directed their 
attacks especially against him; and find- 
ing the bodies of the antagonists invulner- 
able, they endeavored to wound them in 
the legs or face. The length of their spears 
being greater than that of the Spanish 
lances, gave them still further advantages. 
But, in spite of this, the resistance of Ma- 
gellan and his men was determined and 
obstinate to a degree. The King of Sebu, 
recognizing the gravity of the situation, 
had landed geome of his men to draw off 
the attack, but it was too late. The rest 
must be told in Pigafetta’s own words. 

“*Thus we fought for an hour or more, 
until at leagth an Indian succeeded in 
wounding the Captain in the face with a 
bamboo spear. He, being desperate, 
plunged his lance into the Indian's breast, 
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knew more of the true art of navigation 
than any other person, in sure proof where-

AFRICAN PIGMIES 


FOUND BY GERMANS 


HE African pigmy is no longer @ 
g8 mystery, nor is he suspected of be- 
ing a myth. Following close upon 
the photographing of these little people in 
the heart of Africa by Albert Bushnell 
Lioyd, as recently related by the Sunday 
Post-Dispatch, comes the story that Ger- 
man soldiers stationed in Cameroon, the 
German colony on the east coast of Africa, 
have brought seven pigmies into civilized 
surroundings fromsthe dense forest which 
lies west of Cameroon and stretches for 
hundreds of miles across the darkest part 
of the Dark Continent. They are the first 
of the world famous dwarfs that ever 
have been taken, and their actual presence 
among white men serves to remove any 
lingering vestige of doubt concerning their 
existence. 

With the ald of the Nyumba Chieftain 
Tunga, the members of the guard troop 
who made up the last Bulu expedition were 
enabled to conduct the puzzling little indl- 
viduals to headquarters. The largest of 
the diminutive negroes measured four feet . 
in height, and the smallest three feet. The 
taller ones showed the undoubted influence 
of mixture with other races in the develop- 
ment of their pyhsical condition. One 
young woman, who apparently was of the 
straight pygmy breed, was measured with 
accuracy for anthropological purposes. Her 
age was at least 17 to 19 years. She was 
taken with the others to the coast, pring 
cipally because she seemed to be a perfect 
example of the queer tribe. 

The height of this woman, Mentuba by 
name, is three feet six inches. The color of 
her skin is a chocolate brown, tinged with 
a copper shade. The color is uniform 
throughout, except on the palms of the 
hands and the soles of the feet, where it is 
a yellowish white. The skin has a smooth, 
velvety feeling. Her forehead is decorated 
with tattoo marks in the form of tiny al- 
monds. ‘Tihe eyes are set deep in the head 
in oval openings placed diagonally, like 
those of the Japanese women. The color 
of. the pupil is a deep dark brown, with a 
spot of blue in the center. Her hair is jet 
black, slightly curly and thick, but soft.

“So: died Magellan, his life wasted in a 
miserable skirmish with savages. The 
manner of his death has been related by 
various historians, the most trustworthy 
of whom differ in no essential point. The 
account of Pigafetta, who fought by his 
side, is doubtless correct, but in a desper- 
ate struggle such that in which the 
great navigator perished, it is not aston- 
ishing that the minor details of the on- 
lookers’ stories should vary. 

“Thevet states that he was killed by an 
arrow, which is partly borne out by Nich- 
Olas of Naples, a sailor of the Victoria, in 
his examination as a witness in support of 
Jaime Barbosa’s claim to Magellan’a es- 
tate in the year 1540: ‘I was by his side 
and saw him killed by arrows and a lance 
wound that pierced his throat.’ Whether 
he met his death by spear or arrow, how- 
ever, matters little. He fell as we should 
expect him to fall, fighting bravely, and up 
to the last moment of his life thinking of 
others rather than himself. 
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HB present natives of the Isle of Cebu 
T are much given to tattooing them- 
selver, just as they were in the days 
of Magellan. Often the entire body is 
covered with grotesque figures. For this 
reason the Spaniards at first called the 
couetry Islas de los Pintados, or Island of 
Painted Men. 

Ten years ago the population of the is- 
land was estimated at 618,00. There are 
good roads for driving, especially in the 
vicinity of the city Cebu. The climate is 
healthful and the weather is never ex- 
cessively hot. 

The population of the city of Cebu, which 
is the third port of the island, is 10,000. It 
was founded by the Spaniards soon after 
Magellan's death and was the capital city 
of the Philippine group until the establieh- 
ment of Manila in 1581. dt is a cathedral 
city and a bishop see. 
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In the interior of the island are immense 
beds of coal which have never been opefed. 
It is claimed that, with good transportation 
facilities to the coast and a settled govern- 
ment, an output of GOO tons of coal a 
month can be effected,

“I never painted with Mr. McCreery, but 
I have seen some charming work executed 
by him in water colors. Some’ years ago I 
had occasion to call upon Mr. MoCreery at 
his office. He was not in at the moment 


and I waited for him. When he came, he 
apologized by saying that he had been tak- 
ing his drawing lesson. Then he showed 
me a dozen sketches, all landscapes, testi- 
fying a rare eye for color. I had known 
Mr. McCreery for some years, and was 
rather surprised to learn that he was a 
master of the brush and palette, as well 
as of the billiard cue and other implements 
of amusement.” 


GUY LINDSLEY, actor: 

“Mr. MoCreery and I were members of 
the old McCullough Club. He was a far 
better actor as an amateur than many pro- 
fessionals I encountered in subsequent 
practical theatrical experience. He was 
equally reliable in any line of business, but 
in what are now known as ‘society’ plays 
he was especially clever. In the burlesques, 


which were written for us by a Harvard 
man who was one of the club’s founders,

he made distinct hits. As I remember it, 
his greatest successes were in the bur- 
lesques of ‘Romeo and Juliet’ and ‘Hamiet 
Revamped.’ He played Romeo. He was 


not so bad as a dancer, either, and could 
do as funny a little hit as half che men 
in vaudeville to-day.”

FRANK DAY of the United States 
Internal Revenue Department (school- 
mate of Mr. McCreery’s at the Episco- 
pal Grammar School, Racine, Wis.): 

“There was only one better athiete in 
college than myself, and he was Wayman 
McCreery. He played second base on the ; 
baseball nine; he led everybody in the gym- 
nasium: he was the strongest man with 
weights and dumb-bells, and he was goot 
on the horizontal bar. There was only 
one thing at which I could excel him. I 
could run faster than Wayman, We've had 
many a sprint against each other, but I 
was always able to best him in a short 
dash of 100 yards or less. 

“Our college days were some time before 
football had become the perfected and 
scientifiC game it is now. Had we had a. 
football eleven at Racine, Wayman Mece- 
Creery would have been a center rush or 
an end guard. He learned to play cricket 
at Racine and he went in to learn it just 
as he went in to learn everything else—to 
master it. Cricket was a fad with Mc- 
Creery. He liked the game and he played 
it because he was interested In it. That 
interest in the game has never waned, As 
a student, MoCreery was quick to learn 
and digest, though he was never noted for 
close application to his text books. But 
at that, he stood high on examination days, 
Everybody in college liked him. He had 
an even, smooth disposition, up to a cer- 
tain period. It was not safe to go too far 
with him. When a young man the same 
cool-headed self-control which has char- 
acterized his billiard play marked him 
as distinct. He displayed it chiefly in his 
work with the boxing gloves. He was @ 
clever boy with the padded mitts. He’s a 
clever boy with them yet, for that mat- 
ter. A consistent fairness in every contest 
was another trait which endeared Mc- 
Creery to all his fellows.”’ 


DR. A. MURRAY, president of the 
St. Louis Cricket Club: 


“He isn’t what you might call a top- 
notcher, but he is a good defense, a fair 
batsman and a cocksure catch. He is a 
fair runner, though [I cannot help being 
candid and saying that he doesn’t run as 
fast now as he once did. The popularity 
of cricket in St. Louis is due in no little 
degree to Mr, MoCreery’s interest In the 
game. He led the subscription list which 
erected the clubhouse in Forest Park. He 
is a most valued member of the club and 
no match game tis played without him be- 
ing one of the picked eleven.” 

JOSEPH MILLER: | , 

“Golf and horseback riding are about the 
only pastimes I ¢an think of that Way- 
man McCreery never went in for. Why he 
never became enthusiastic in these tw di- 
rections I am wnable to say, though I 
am willing to venture that he has at least 
ridden and swung a golf club for his own 
amusement enough times to make a re- 
spectable showing if he were called on to 
do so in fast company. As a fancy skater 
he was assuredly the _——— of 8t 
Louis in his day.” 

MAX JUDD, St. Louls’ Chess Player: 

Mr. McCreery is one of the best chess 
players in St. Louis. Considering the dis- 
tribution he makes of his time among so 
many things and his skill in everything he 
does, he is remarkable In chess as in 
everything else. He is not in chess what 
he is in billiards, and it is not reasonable 
that he should be, for he is not a devotee 
of chess and rarely plays. His games are 
generally with Manager Dougherty of the 
Postal Telegraph Company. I think he 
seldom plays with anyone else, but I know 
his skill and can say that it is consider- 
able. There are better chess players in St, 
Louis than Mr. MocCreery, but they are 
few. Chess is one of the things he does 
incidentally. I admire him for his skill in 
the game when I know that while the most 
of us who play with him are, perhaps, 
skillful in this one thing, Mr. McCreery‘s 
skill extends to many things which we 
cannot do at all.

He is the proprietor of a flourishing town 
of 300 inhabitants. He owne every bit of 
property within its boundaries and con- 
ducts alone the half score of industrial and 
commercial enterprises within its corporate 
limits. 

Col. Green's town lies in two counties, 
Falls of Rough is ividea by the river of 
the same name which forms the boundary 
of Breckenridge and Grayson Counties. 
The Colonel is a leading citizen of both 
counties, and is as loyal to one as he ig to 
fhe other, although he votes in Grayson. 


In Duilding his town 
locate his improvements so as to pay an 
equal amount of taxes in the two counties.

Judge Benjamin Sebastian, the author of 
the great conspiracy to convey Kentucky 
and the entire west to Spain. 

Sebastian’s ‘history is curious. He was 
born in Bngland and began life as an 
Episcopalian clergyman. ‘Drifting to this 
country, he became a lawyer, and finally 
a jurist of excellent ability. Despite his 
great talents he seems to have been a man 
always in straits for money. This led to 
his fall, which occurred just after the Fed- 
eral Government ‘had effected a treaty 
with Spain in 17%, by which the right of 
navigation was accorded to the American 
settlements on all the waters of the Mis- 
sissippi. 

Just before this treaty was concluded 
Spain made an effort to detach Kentucky 
from her allegiance to the Federal Gov- 
ernment. 

With this end In view, it selected Benja- 
min Sebastian, at that time a Judge of the 
Supreme Court of Kentucky, to corrupt 
several of the leading men of the State 
and obtain their aid in an attempt to in- 
c'te a rebellion on the part of Kentuckians 
againet the infant republic. 

Sebastian went to Messrs. Ennis, Nichols, 
Murray and to Gen. Wilkinson and made 
a proposal to the effect that his Catholic 
Majesty, the King of Spain, would give 
_these _gentlemen $100,000 for their s services 


in inciting the people of Kentucky to re« 
volt against the United States. Then when 
the revolt was in progress he would fure 
nieh abundant munitions of war for their 
use, and give their rebellion the military 
support of the Spanish government; fur- 
thermore, that when independence had 
been secured, Spain would give Kentucky 
and the other Western communities* the 
benefit of her alliance. 

Ennis, Murray and Nichols were poor 
men. but they spurned the offer, causing 
the scheme to fall through for the time 
being. 

Gen. Wilkinson, however, was not s0 
scrupulous, and he and Sebastian, with the 
assistance of Aaron Burr, tried to bring 
about the revolt, but President Madison, 
suspicious of them, caused an investigation 
to be made, which smashed the conspiracy 
for all time. 

Sebastian was rewarded for his disgrace- 
ful m'‘ssion by the Spanish government, 
and from 17% to 1806 yp hye ar ned ja year 
from the exchequer of that country. 

After his eupoasure in 1806 he moved with 
his fam'ly to the Falls of Rough, at that 
time a primeval wilderness. Here, remote 
from men, he lived the life of a reciuse 
and became a stranger even to_ his family. 

His neglected grave is on Col, Greens 
estate. It is in a wild spot and the dense 
forest that surrounds it is as mysterious, 
as gloomy and as foreboding as the last 
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ple in the United States who do not smoke 
got acquainted with him through the news- 
papers during the war, when his efforts 
to run the blockade gave him prominence. 

The German business colony in Havana 
dates back to the first quarter of the pres- 
ent century. The Hamburg and Bremen 
merchants established themselves wher 
Spain made the commerce of the West In- 
dies free to the rest of the world.

Dr. Ameghino received a 
imense from Patagonia.

world. The doctor divined at once that 
it would prove of the greatest interest an: 
value, and examined it with the utmos(

12 feet long. which a native had found 
dead in a cleft of rock. He could almost 
believe it had come from the very monster 
Lista had seen. It suggested an enormous 
pangolin, though it did not have that 
beast’s heavy scales over the outer sur- 
face. It was of the order of the ancient 
ground sloth, perhaps—the ancestor of the 
South American sloth of the present, which 
lives only in trees. 

The skin was one inch thick and exceed- 
ingly rough. A bugz saw could hardly be 
more imperious to bullets. The doctor had 
to use a saw and an ax to make any im- 
pression on it. To shoot at such a brute 
with anything of less caliber than a Maxim 
rapid-firing gun ora Colt automatic would 
be to waste powder and shot. The outer 
surface of the hide was composed of 
continuous plates. 

Covering this, not so thick as the hairs 
on a hog’ back, were reddish-grayish, or 
grayish-reddish hairs three or four inches

In every particular they corresponded 
the fossil ossicles in his collection.

Dr. Ameghino in all his calculations says 
he was careful and accurate as it Is 
possible for a scientist to be. Here was 
an animal that had died but recently. He 
was comparing its skin with specimens 
from similar beasts which had been dug 
from earth where they had been imbedded 
thousands of years—perhaps a million of 
them. It was only natural that he should 
be careful. The microscope showed on the 
surfaces of both the old and the new the 
same form of depressions, the same sort of 
perforations and the same general design 
in the recticular tracery. These things 
established the eligibility of the owner of 
the skin to membership in the Antedeluvian 
Order of Edentata. well as inthe 
Preadamite Brotherhood of Monsters, and 
it gave the doctor joy to be able to de- 
ecribe it, which he did forthwith. to the 
intense interest of his fellow workers all 
over the world.

STRUCK Dawson week ago. We 
move into our new log cabin in the 
suburbs to-morrow. Went over to the 
Postoffice to see if it contained any letters 
for me. It had been a week for re- 
pairs, and I found a line of people a block 
long ahead of me: had to wait, hungry and 
thirsty, five solid hours, to get just one let- 
ter, making seven in all, going and 
coming thrown In. 

The old mail will be reassorted in abouta 
week, we may get some of our delayed 
letters. The one 1 got made me laugh, for 
it is awfully funny to hear you talk of our 
“miventures and hairbreadth escapes.’’ The 
truth ts, the way js hard and monotonous, 
with very little of the dime novel about tt— 
well, just a little. I shall be afraid of 
writing any ,.very graphic descriptions if 
-that is the effect they have on you folks at 
home. I] only wanted to give a plain, 
ery-day description of our trip, so that peo- 
ple could what would be before them 
if they came by the eame route.
